ALBANY, April 17.—Despite an appeal 
made in the Governor's name by Leader 
Allds, the Republicans were unable to mus- 


ter enough votes in the Assembly to-day to 
pass the Stranahan Excise bill. This is the 
bill which contains the provisions that any 
citizen may bring action against a saloon 
keeper for a violation of the law upon giv- 
ing a bond of $250 and that an injunction 
nay be issued by the Supreme Court which 
will close up the defendant’s saloon during 
the pendency of the action. The bill was 
framed to the recommendations of 
the Governor's message on the of 
excise violations. 

When the bill was brought in the Assem- 
bly to-day it at once developed that there 
was considerable opposition to it among the 
Republicans. Assemblymen Henry, Cooley, 
and Davis were among the Republicans 
who spoke against it. Dr. Henry said it 
was a vicious measure. It afforded oppor- 
tunity, he said, for the blackmailing of sa- 
loon keepers. By giving a bond of $250 any 
man who had a grudge against a saloon 
keeper, he contended, could ruin the man’s 
business. Mr. Davis took the same view. 
Mr. Lynn said he did not believe the bill 
Was a party measure. ‘I ask the leader of 
the majority whether this is a party meas- 
ure before I waste breath upon it, and I 
pause for a reply,”’ he said. 

‘The gentleman will not have to pause 
long,’’ replied Leader Allds. ‘‘I will in- 
form him that this bill was drawn to meet 
the recommendations of the Governor, and 
that every organization Republican around 
this circle is expected to vote for it.’’ Mr. 
Lynn then said that the bill was a disgrace 
to the Republican Party, and he did not 
believe many Republicans would 
vote for it. 

*“*You need not be afraid to vote against 
the dictation of the Governor,’’ he said, ad- 
dressing the Republicans. ‘* By attempting 
to force this mediaeval measure upon the 
State, by offering a premium to the in- 


former, he is stalking to destruction. A 
week trom now his leadership will be at 
an end, and a wiser and an abler man, 
Senator Platt. will once more be the direc- 
tor of your party policy.” 

Mr. Burnett of Ontario said the proposed 
legislation was made necessary by the fact 
that the enforcement of the present law 
rested with the local authorities, and, in 
New York City, the local authorities pro- 
tected the law-breaking saloonkeepers. 

Mr. Fitzgerald hotly denied this assertion. 
**For three months,’ he said, ‘‘ you have 
had your own District Attorney in New 
York City. If the saloon keepers are break- 
ing the law, and if the authorities are cor- 
rupt, why has he not begun prosecution?

J. E. Smith of New York offered an 
amendment to the bill which struck out the 
gection providing for the issuance of an 
injunction which would stop the dealer 
from doing business pending his trial, and 
providing that all complaints must origi- 
nate in the Excise Department. The vote 
was taken on the amendment. It resulted 
66 against and 65 for the amendment. The 
vote made it apparent that the Republicans 
didn’t have enough votes to pass the bill, 
76 being required. Seeing the situation, Mr. 
McKeown for the Democrats moved the 
previous question. Speaker Nixon would 
not recognize him, recognizing Mr. Allds, 
who made a motion to adjourn, which was 
carried. 

Mr. Allds said after adjournment that the 
bill would be made a caucus measure.

ANTI-TRUST MATCH FACTORY. 


Plant Just Completed at Terre Haute 
to Open June 1.

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., April 17.—It is 
now disclosed that a large building just 


completed and supposed to be a warehouse 
for a cereal food mill is to be the largest 
match factory in the world. It will be an 
anti-trust plant and is to be in operation by 
June 1. The machinery has arrived from 
Germany. The enterprise has been man- 
aged secretly until to-day. 

The factory will have a capacity of 150,- 
000,000 matches a day, and agents are ready 
to open offices at once in London and the 
larger cities of the United States. The cap- 
ital stock is $150,000 and is all held in 
Terre Haute with B. G. Hudnut, the cereal 
food manufacturer and capitalist, at the 
head of the company. Charles Gregg, who 
has been manager of a factory at Craw- 
fordsville, will be the manager here. All 
kinds of matches and toothpicks will be 
made.

BIG STRIKE MAY BE AVERTED. 
Differences Between Workers and 


American Sheet Steel Company in 
Process of Settlement. 
PITTSBURG, April 17.—No general strike 
of the men in the employ of the American 
Sheet Steel Company was ordered to-day. 
President Shaffer of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation is still determined to issue the or- 
der, if necessary, and follow it by an order 
calling out all the organized employes of 


the United States Steel Corporation. In 
this determination he is backed up by a 
majority of the members of the Advisory 


Board, which was in session here all day, 
but there new move toward concilia- 
tion and arbitration which may end the en- 
tire controversy in Pittsburg to-morrow or 
may be carried to New York to be adjusted 
by higher powers. 

President Shaffer said to-night that the 
outlook for settlement is better than at any 
time since the McKeesport trouble started. 
He refused to explain this statement. Col. 
G. Watson French. Vice President of the 
Republic Iron and Steel Company, visited 
Amalgamated headquarters to-day in rela- 
tion to matters pertaining to some of his 
own mills. He became interested in the is- 
sue against the sheet steel company and 
volunteered to do all in his power to avert 
a struggle. He talked to the Advisory 
Board for an hour, advising conciliation and 
arbitration. 

Much of the Amalgamatd 
session to-day was taken up 
ence with John Jarrett, head of the labor 
bureau of the Sheet Steel Company. Mr. 
Jarrett contended that the men had vio- 
lated their agreement of a year ago, in 
which they agreed to remain at work un- 
der the condition then existing, the viola- 
tion being in their joining issues with the 
association. The Amalgamated men were 
firm in asserting that their joining of the 
association wads not a violation of the 
agreement. The original agreement will 
probably arrive to-morrow from New York. 
and will be further discussed by the board

Steel Company, or a testing of strength of 
the new industrial combine of capital and 
President Shaffer's association of the com- 
ined skilled men. 

A canvass of all parties to the dispute in- 
dicates that the declaration of a strike will 
not take place for several days. The effort 
at conciliation to be made to-morrow will 
be followed by others that will take time. 

At McKeesport to-night, while the strik- 
ers are alert and ready to meet any new 
move that may be made by the company, 
nothing resembling disorder has occurred. 


The crucial test of the men’s determina- 
tion to continue allegiance to the Amal- 
gamated will come in the morning at 7 


o'clock, at which time all employes of the 
company have been notified to report or 
consider themselves discharged. 

It was reported to-day that 150 skilled 
workmen were brought to Pittsburg last 
night from different points. They did not 
arrive in a body, but in gangs of fifteen or 
twenty, and were immediately sent by dif- 
ferent routes to McKeesport. They will, it 
is said, take the places of the strikers at 
the Wood works. The entire gang was in 
charge of the officers of a local detective 
agency. It is said all are now either within 
the grounds of the works, where they will 
be employed if the strike is not settled at 
onee, or are quartered in the immediate 
vicinity. Some of the workmen came from 
Johnstown, others from Cleveland and 
Youngstown, and about half a dozen from 
Joliet, Ill. 


DIVORCED IN SOUTH DAKOTA. 


Some of the New Yorkers Who Sought 
Freedom in the West.

SIOUX FALLS, 8S. D., April 17.—New 
York State seems to have furnished the 
largest number of re for South 
Dakota divorce of any State In the Union, 
among them many persons of prominence 
from the Empire State. 

One of the most prominent residents of 
New York City, who obtained a divorce in 
South Dakota is Mrs. James G. Blaine, Jr., 
now the wife of Dr. Bull, a prominent New 
York physician. Another case in which 
the decree was granted here is that of 
Clinton H. Eagerly of New York City, who 


procured a divorce from his wife, Rose 
Coghlan, the actress. Mme. Margaret L. 


De Steuers. who before her marriage was 
a Cary, and who is closely connected with 
the Astors, obtained a divorce here from 
her husband, a French nobleman; she 
afterward married Count Elliott Zeboroski. 
Another prominent New York girl to secure 
a South Dakota divorce was Countess Julia 
B. Latour Du Villiard, who before her mar- 
riage was Miss Julia J. Chapin. Mina Hub- 
bard, also of New York City, was _ the re- 
cipient of a decree of divorce from William 
B. Hubbard, concerning whom little is 
known here. Margaret Mozzani, who mar- 
ried Luigi Mozzani, a New York music 
teacher, had her matrimonial bonds severed 
in approved South Dakota style. 

Walter B. Royall of New York City, on 
Oct. 4, 1900, obtained a divorce-here from 
his wife, Isabella Royall. Hattie M. Rab- 
ener is another New York City girl who has 
applied to the South Dakota divorce courts 
for freedom from her husband, Ernest A. 
Rabener. This case was filed April 3 last, 
and is still pending. 

Many residents of the Empire State out- 
side of New York City have secured divorce 
decrees here. Among the more prominent 
are Edward E. Pollock of Nyack, son of a 
rich ship chandler in New York City; Will- 
iam Moore. a wealthy manufacturer of Co- 
hoes; Sarah Baker of Syracuse, Newton W.

Mr. Hendricks Says Manhattan 
Fire Made False Statement. 





Will Order Officers and Stockholders 
to Make a $500,000 Payment and 
Refund $40,500 Dividend. 


ALBANY, April 17.—Superintendent of 
Hendricks to-day filed in the 
Insurance Department the report of an ex- 
amination of the Manhattan Fire Insur- 
ance Company of New York. The officers 
of the company were given a hearing on 
this report at the New York office of the 
department yesterday forenoon, and, as a 
result thereof, the report was immediately 
filed and made public.

Mr. Hendricks announces that an imme- 
diate requisition will be made upon the 
officers and stockholders for the paying 


in of 100 per cent. of the authorized capital 
of the company amounting to $500,000, and 


that a further requisition will be made 
calling upon them to refund the dividend 
of $40,500 illegally paid during the year 


1900. In a statement issued to-day Super- 
intendent Hendricks says: 

“The report of Chief Examiner Vander- 
poel shows that the investigation of the 
company’s affairs was made for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the correctness of its 
annual statement for the year ending Dec. 
31, 1900, as well as bringing the examina- 
tion on to as late a date as possible, viz., 
March 1, 1901. 

‘Its annual statement for December 31 
shows the company to have a surplus over 
all liabilities, including capital, of $%38,- 
018.55. As the result of the examination it 
was found that the company’s capital stock 
of $500,000 was impaired on Dec. 31 last to 
the extent of 49 per cent., or $245,649.88, a 
difference of $283,663.43 between its alleged 
condition as represented in the statement 
and that found on the examination. In its 
annual return assets were overstated $14,- 
357.17, and liabilities understated $269,- 
306.26. Thus it is shown that the statement 
was grossly misleading and false and the 
examiner gives in detail the various items 
which were misstated.

“The Examiner states that nothing was 
found during the examination indicating 
that the Manhattan derived moneys arising 
from the surplus profits of its business 
with which to pay dividends to stockholders 
in 1900.

In 1897 the company’s name was changed 
to the Manhattan Fire Insurance Company 
and its outstanding risks were reinsured in 
the Union of London. Its operations in 1898 
were unsuccessful. In February, 180%, con- 
trol of the company passed into the hands 
of Cleveland men. Daniel Myers was made 
President and C. B. Squire Secretary. In 
1900 J. W. Durbrow succeeded Mr. Squire 
as Secretary. William A. Miles is Treasurer 
of the company. 

Recent action of the company in under- 
taking to reduce its capital stock from 
$500,000 to $200,000 was taken bv underwrit- 
ers to indicate a serious condition in the 
affairs of the company. 


BANK OFFICER A DEFAULTER.

He has also It is alleged he 
took $30,000 with him or lost it during the 
past few days in speculation, as it is miss- 
ing from the vault of the bank. Ward de- 
parted Monday night, and yesterday Cashier 
Frank Koob received a letter from Ward 
beginning: Frank: I leave to- 
night, for God Almighty knows where. This 
Board of Trade business has ruined me. 
Save me from indictment if you can. I 
will pay back every cent I can,” 

Then the writer specified the funds from 
which he had been stealing to cover his 
losses.. The officers of the bank are: Pres- 
ident—V. G. P. MacLagan, who is in Scot- 
land; Vice President—T. F. Ward; cashier— 
Frank Koob, the only officer in town; Di- 
rectors—J. J. Tierney and John Linden, 
both in Hot Springs, Ark. Cashier Koob, 
in the absence of advice, closed the doors 
and posted a _ notice that an Examiner 
would be placed in charge. 

The defunct bank was organized a num- 
ber of years ago by William H. Dent. He 
left the State -after disposing of the insti- 
tution, Ward coming from Primghar, lowa, 
to be manager. The bank was capitalized 
for $100,000, and at the date ‘of the last 
statement, Feb. 15, showed $108,000 depos- 
its. 

Ward was a member of the Democratic 
State Central Committee. Mrs. Ward is 
dangerously ill at her home, having given 
birth to a child but a week ago. News of 
her husband’s disgrace is withheld from 
her.

One Man Killed and Another Mortally 
Wounded in New Mexico—Two 
Guards Wounded. C7 

SANTA FE, N. M., April 17.—An attempt 
of three convicts at the penitentiary to ef- 
fect their escape to-day resulted in the 
killing of Convict George Stephenson, the 
mortal wounding of Convict Simmons, and 
the wounding of Convict José Monica Sena, 
Captain of the Guard Felipe Armijo, and 
Guard Pedro Sandoval. 

Stephenson, convicted of murder, had in 
some manner armed himself with a revol- 
ver. Simmons and Frank Carper, both 
sentenced for cattle stealing, were in the 
conspiracy to break out. They were armed 
with iron bars. Stephenson attacked the 
guard, who were in the dining room un- 
armed. He shot Sandoval. Capt. Armijo 
ran for a shotgun, and on his return ex- 
changed shots with Stephenson, each being 
wounded. 


Superintendent Bursom came upon the 
scene with a Winchester rifle and sent 
two bullets through Stephenson's heart. A 


moment later Armijo, though seriously 
wounded, shot Simmons, fatally wounding 
him. Carper weakened when he saw his 


partners down, and surrendered. 


OUTBREAK BY MR. KENSIT. 


Anti-Ritualist Protests in Bow Church 
Against Consecration of Dr. Ingram 
as Bishop of London. 


LONDON, April 18.—The scene in Bow 
Church yesterday during the consecration 
of the Right Rev. Dr. A. F. W. Ingram as 
Bishop London resembled a_ political 
meeting rather than a religious service. 
John Kensit, the anti-Ritualist, entered 
his expected protest against the appoint- 
ment. He spoke for some time in a loud 
voice. His remarks caused an extraordi- 
nary uproar, and he was greeted with 
cheers, hisses, and shouts of ‘ Order!” 
“Shame!"’ *‘No Popery!” &c. 

Mr. Kensit, in the course of his remarks, 
accused Dr. Ingram of being unfaithful to 
all his promises when he was consecrated 
Bishop of Stepney, adding that the Bishop 
had helved law breakers and had encour- 
aged clergymen who, in defiance of the 
rubrics, elevated the host, offered masses, 
and practiced the confession. He concluded 
with saying that he was prepared to appear 
in the courts and prove that Dr. Ingram 
was an unfit person to hold the position of 
a Bishop of the Protestant Church, owing 
to his encouragement of these illegal Ro- 
man practices, 

The triends and opponents of Mr. Kensit 
became so uproarious that the Vicar Gen- 
eral tried to clear the church. Dr. Ingram 
appealed to his friends to listen quietly. 
Eventually, the Vicar General overruled 
the objections, and the election of Dr. 
Ingram was confirmed. 

Disorderly scenes and hustling recurred 
outside the church, and finally Mr. Kensit 
was escorted home by a score of policemen, 
followed by a howling mob.

John Kensit is a London bookseller, who, 
since 186, has caused disturbances in many 
English churches by protesting against 
ritualistic practices. In St. Cuthbert’s 
Church, London, in April, 1898, he and his 
followers followed a procession to the 
altar, where Mr. Kensit seized a crucifix 
and rushed with it to the door. A riot fol- 
lowed, in which the anti-Ritualists were 
severely handled. Last December Mr. Ken- 
sit caused a disturbance in St. Paul's Ca- 
thedral while twenty-six priests were being 
ordained.

While in search of copper in Eastern 
Utah, last Fall, E. T. Wolverton, a veteran 
prospector, uncovered the find. The back- 
ing of D. C. Dodge, Vice President of the 
Rio Grande Western Railway, and other 
railway men was enlisted, and four car- 
loads of the ore picked from the surface 
and not sorted were conveyed to the rail- 


way for shipment. One car was consigned 
to the Colorado Fuel and Iron plant, at 
Pueblo; two cars to the Illinois Steel Works, 
at Chicago, and one car to New York City, 
for the express purpose of obtaining from 
these three widely separated sources ac- 
curate determinations of its value for steel 


manufacture. 

When the returns from the several lots 
were received there was but slight varia- 
tion from certificate following representing 
ear loads of thirty tons each: Iron, 0.8; 
phosphorus, .011; silica, 4.35; .manganese, 
42.65; lime, 12.21; moisture, none. 


PROSPECTS IN PORTO RICO.

Prices im- 
mediately jumped sixpence a hundredweight 
above those of Tuesday. The demand was 
so strong that refiners asked for and se- 
cured an additional threepence. Everything 
offered was sold before the close. All the 
refineries have been working day and night 
for a week past. 


King Edward’s Yachting Plans. 

LONDON, April 18.—It is expected that 
King Edward will witness the first trial 
races between the two, Shamrocks at the 
Isle of Wight from Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
steam yacht Erin.

THE FIFTEEN MAKE 
LATE AFTERNOON RAIDS 





Prisoners Captured in Six Alleged 
City Poolrooms. 





A POLICE CAPTAIN ACCUSED 





Moynihan Charged with Giving Informa- 
tion to Gamblers—Supt. McCullagh’s 
Work—*“ The ” Allen a Prisoner. 


Squads of policemen, each accompanied 
by a representative of the Committee of 
Fifteen and detectives from Superintendent 
McCullagh’s office, moved simultaneously 
on seven alleged poolrooms shortly before 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Superin- 
tendent McCullagh sat in his office, at 585 
Broadway, and directed the movements of 
the raiders by telephone up to the time 
they began to move upon those who were 
charged in warrants issued by Justice 
Jerome with violating the Penal Code. 

Arrgsts were made in six places, and C. 
O. Brewster of the committee, who was 
with one of the parties, openly accused Po- 
liceman Hughes of the West Twentieth 
Street Station, a ‘‘wardman,”’ and Capt. 
Moynihan with preventing success in the 
seventh case by sending word to Fourteenth 
Street and Eighth Avenue that raids were 
about to be made. 

A list of those less fortunate 
Fourteenth Street concern follows: 

No. 80 Sixth Avenue, “The” Allen's 
place. Allen, Charles Meyers, and another 
man who refused to give his name, were ar- 
rested in the building, and John Bell was 
found hiding in a wood cellar back of a 
jewelry store on Eighth Street. He was 
also taken into custody. 

No. 117 West Twenty-third Street, where 
John H. Clark of 112 East One Hundred and 
Sixteenth Street, Thomas Ledwith of 79 
Highth Avenue, George L. Williams of 42 
West Thirtieth Street, and James Barry of 
317 Wythe Avenue, Brooklyn, were ar- 
rested. 

No. 24 East Eighth Street: The men ar- 
rested in this place are John H. Garvey, 
whose real name is said to be John Green; 
George Lewis, Harry Goodale, and Joseph

Beasley. They are described in the war- 
rant as George, Peter, Frank, and Jacob 


Gray. 

No. 81 Mercer Street: The only arrested 
man was Richard Melville. 

No. 313 Canal Street, ‘‘The John J. 
O’Brien Association.’’ The men arrested 
gave their names at the station house as 
William Martin, 3835 West Twentieth 
Street; James Adams, 1,294 Third Avenue; 


George Wilson, 213 Bleecker Street, and 
James Ryan, 470 Hudson Street. 

No, 216 East Fourteenth Street: Frank 
Flannagan, Harry Johnson, and Frank 


Thomas were taken into custody. 

The squad which made the arrests at 24 
East Eighth Street arrested Edward Fan- 
ning while he was standing on the corner 
of Sixth Avenue and Waverley Place. He 1s 
charged with being a “ look-out ’’ for one of 
the houses raided. 

The Twenty-third Street prisoners were 
taken to the West Thirtieth Street Station, 


the Fourteenth Street contingent to the 
East Fifth Street Station, the Mercer and 
Canal Street suspects to the Macdougal 


Street Station, and the others to the Mercer 
Street Station. Most of the men gave bail 
in the sum of $1,000 each before 10 o'clock 
and were released, to appear before Justice 
Jerome in the Law Library of the Crimina! 
Court Building, on next Monday afternoon 
at #80 o'clock. Those who could not give 
badlowtiiieo¢ aryigned to-day. They are al! 
the prisoners held at the West Thirtieth 
Street Station and Adams and Ryan, held 
in Macdougal Street. 

The raids came as a complete surprise to 
the alleged gamblers. Warrants were 
placed in the hands of Robert Grier Mon- 
roe, attorney of the Committee of Fifteen, 
before 3 o'clock vesterday afternoon, and 
under the direction of Superintendent Mc- 
Cullagh he marshaled his forces quietly. 
So carefully were the plans prearranged 
and so quickly did the officials move that 
the alleged poolrooms were reached about 
the same ‘time. The first was entered at 
3:45, and by 4 o'clock all the arrests had 
been made. 

Mr. Monroe personally conducted the raid 
on Allen's place. He was accompanied by 
Capt. Thompson of the Mercer Street Sta- 


tion, who broke open the lower door. When 
the officials reached the room in which 
gambling was supposed to be going on 


there was nobody there but Allen and the 
other two men named. The detectives say 
that many escaped through the back win- 
dows, while thirty or forty persons went 
to the roof. These being merely patrons 
of the house were persuaded to come down. 

In a back room there were evidences that 
a fire had been recently kindled in the 
grate and a good deal of cardboard burned. 
A member of the arresting squad after- 
ward said that the ashes showed that an 
attempt had been made to destroy evidence 


of betting on the races. The prisoners 
were at once taken to the station house, 
Allen having, meantime, communicated 


with his lawyer, Benjamin Steinhardt, who 
met him there. There was very little ex- 
citement of any kind connected with this 
raid, and it was accomplished within a 
few minutes after the officers moved from 
the station house. 

There was a delay ‘at 313 Canal Street on 
account of a question arising whether the 
detectives had a right to break a door lead- 
ing from the second floor-of that number, 
where considerable gambling paraphernalia 
was captured, into the second floor of No. 
315, where the ticker was supposed to be. 
Superintendent McCullagh was asked for 
instructions by telephone, and he advised 
the raiders to rest satisfied with what they 
had, as their warrant did not cover No. 315. 

It is said that there is a small opening in 
the partition between these two floors, and 
that it was made for just such an emer- 
gency as that which arose vesterday. There 
were thirty or forty patrons in the Canal 
Street place, but they were allowed to go. 

An old-fashioned two-story structure is 
situated at 81 Mercer Street, the ground 
floor of which is occupied as a liquor store 
by J. J. MacLund. At the front of the bar 
is a steep, narrow stairway, and up that 
the squad went on without explaining their 
mission. 

But the patrons, forty or fifty in number, 
were too quick for them, and before the 
door at the head of the stairs could be 
battered in a general exit had been made 
through the rear windows, which are not 
more than ten feet from the ground. The 
escapes were rather more grotesque than 
exciting. 

One corpulent individual was wedged for 
a few seconds in the window, and, findin 
that he could not extricate himself an 
maintain his equilibrium at the same time, 
he let all holds go and tumbled to the 
ground in a heap. His face was badly 
scratched and bruised, and his ankle evi- 
dently slightly sprained, but his fear of 
the law was evidently greater than his in- 
jury, for he arose and limped away, disap- 
pearing around the corner. 

But one arrest was made in this place, 
owing to the fact, Superintendent McCul- 
lagh thinks, that his instructions to keep 
a sufficient guard at the rear were not 
properly caried out. 

on Capt. Carson of the Thirtieth 
Street Station and six policemen in plain 
clothes accompanied two representatives of 
the Committee of Fifteen to 117 West 
Twenty-third Street. The man back of the 
little slide in the door refused to open it, 
and Acting Captain Carson kicked in the 
yanels. This place has been known as the 
3onton Club. In the raiding force also was 
Detective Abraham Weinberg, employed by 
Superintendent McCullagh, and he under- 
took to show that the place was a pool- 
room. 

“ T saw no evidence whatever of any- 
thing wrong,” said Acting Captain Carson 
when he got back to the station. ‘ There 
were thirty or forty men in the place, all 
peaceful and reading papers. There was no 
evidence whatever of a poolroom.”’ 

Upon Weinberg’s identification, however, 


he arrested the men named in the war- 
rants as George, Frank, Peter, and Jacob 
Smith. 


Lying in one corner of the room were five 
blackboards which had just been sponged 
off. They were still wet hese were 
seized upon Weinberg’s direction. The lat- 
ter then led the way to a small room. The 
door was broken down. In it were found 
several things which were seized. These 
included a megaphone, a complete tele- 
graph outfit of the quadruplex pattern, sev- 
eral racing sheets for the Aqueduct, Mem- 
phis, and Lakeside tracks, and telegraph 
sheet slips. 

Weinburg led the way to another closed

door and ordered it broken down. several 
policemen hurled themselves against it one 
after the other, and it gave way. As it 
went down with a crash there was a chorus 
of feminine ‘shrieks on the other side, and 
@ dozen or more half-dressed women were 
seen making desperate efforts to find 
clothes. 

“My Lord, Lizzie, the ‘cops’ are raid- 
ing us,’’ shrieked one. 

It then proved ‘that Weinberg had made 
a slight miscalculation and had broken into 
the dressing room of the women perform- 
ers in the Bon Ton Music Hall in the same 
building. The policemen made apologies 
and withdrew in haste. 

In the raid on the Everett Club, which 
occupied, the main floor pariors in the high- 


stoop, four-story dwelling at 216 East 
Fourteenth Street, there was more or less 


friction between the agents of the Commit- 
tee of Fifteen and Capt. Diamond. 
Detective Albert Conklin of One Hundred 
and Seventieth Street and Carmel Avenue, 
the Bronx, and Charles Frey, a lawyer of 
120 Broadway, acting for the Committee of 
Fifteen, walked into the Fifth Street Sta- 
tion about 4 o’clock and hinded four war- 
rants to Capt. Diamond. These warrants 
called for the arrest of George, Henry, and 
Samuel Cox. 

The Captain accompanied the raiders and 

lis account of what happened at the club 
differs widely from thut of Lawyer Frey. 
Capt. Diationa said after he had made 
three arrests thut ‘‘ there was absolutely 
no evidence of a poolroom there.”’ 
Harry Johnson was found hiding in a 
coal bin in the cellar. At first Capt. Dia- 
mond refused to arrest him because he was 
not named in the warrant, but Detective 
Conklin insisted that he was the cashier of 
the place. 

There were about forty men in 216 and 
they all fled, panic-stricken, carrying away 
parts of windows and, it is said, frighten- 
ing a@ woman who resides in the neighbor- 
hood into hysterics. 

Mr. Frey disputes Capt. Diamond’s as- 
sertion by saying that he secured plenty 
of evidence that a poolroom was conducted 
at that place. Racing cards were found torn 
up on the floor, he says, and there were 
other indications that betting had been go- 
ing on shortly before the raid was made. 

Sergt. Walling, with Detectives Kelly and 
Nesbit, five policemen in uniform, and a 
member of the Committee of Fifteen, raid- 
ed the place at 24 East Eighth Street. It 
is a four-story, high-stoop house, with a 
saloon in the basement. One door led into 
the hall from the stoop. Another led into 
the basement hall alongside the saloon. 
Two men were stationed at the latter place. 
The rest of the raiders ran up the front 
stoop, and, breaking down the door, went 
on up to the second floor. 

The place was full of men. There were 
fifty or more in it. Bets on the third race 
were being made. A crowd surrounded a 
ticker on which the returns from the sec- 
ond race were coming in. A lookout gave 
the alarm as the first of the policemen ap- 
peared and panic followed. Half of the men 
ran to the roof, the others, finding escape 
cut off by the main door, surrendered. 

The policemen ran up on the roof and 
found standing room there at a premium. A 
number of men laughingly declared they 
were not playing the races, but were out 
studying types with a view to bettering 
social conditions. One man with gray 
whiskers and rather venerable in appear- 
ance said: 

“Have pitv on me. 
wayward son.’’ Then he laughed a little 
eracked sort of laugh. ‘The rest roared. It 
was great fun. One man said he was look- 
ing for ‘* Willie McCormick.”’ 

Two men fled over the roofs to University 
Place. They were asked to come back, and 
they did. Four arrests were made. The 
prisoners were a telegraph operator, a card 
hanger, and two men who had been hand- 
ling the money. Telegraph and telephone 
instruments, racing cards, and slips were 
confiscated. 

The most exciting incident of the day was

when Mr. Brewster charged Capt. Moyni- 
han and Detective Hughes with having 
‘tipped off” the place at the southeast 
corner of Fourteenth Street and Eighth 
Avenue, which is said to be run by one 
Parks. 


“Tt is an outrageous piece of business, 
Captain,’’ said Mr. Brewster, ‘“‘ and I warn 
you that we will not put up with it.” 

The Captain tried to pacify the commit- 
ee’s representative and assured him that 
verything had been done that could be 
xione to preveut any information ‘from 
leaking out. Detective Hughes “undertogk 
to make a defense, but was peremptoriiy 
told by his superior that the less he said 
the better it would probably be for him. 
As soon as the first arrest was made Su- 
perintendent McCullagh notified Justice Je- 
rome by telephone, and the latter immedi- 
ately summoned a cab and went to the 
Thirtieth Street Station, where he investi- 
gated the case of the men who had been 
taken there. Bail was fixed at $1,000 in 
each case, and the men, not being able to 
give it at the time, they were informed 
that they would be arraigned to-day. About 
midnight all were released, D. D. H. Ar- 
nold, who would not give his address, sign- 
ing the bond. Justice Jerome had returned 
to the station at 11 o’clock to see if the men 
had secured bondsmen. 

From the Thirtieth Street Station Justice 


Jerome went to Mercer Street, where he 
found the Allen party awaiting a hearing. 


Mr. Steinhardt advised with them at some 
length. Bail was fixed at the same figure 
as had been named further up town, and 
Thomas Kelly signed the bond. 

The Justice then went to dinner. At 8:30 
o'clock he was driven to the Macdougal 
Street Station, where he admitted the men 
held there to bail. Then he went back to 
Mercer Street and released the men held 
there. The last station visited was the 
East Fifth Street, where Mrs. Sadie Cohen 
qualified and signed the bonds of the men 
who had been arrested in the Everett Club. 


COL. MURPHY’S STATEMENTS. 


Police Commissioner Murphy was seen at 
his home last night. When asked if he had 
been quoted as saying on Tuesday that 
there were no poolrooms in New York, he 
said that he had told a reporter that if 
there were poolrooms, he knew nothing of 
them. 

“Did you know anything of the 
ence of the alleged poolrooms raided?”’ 
was asked. 

“*T can tell nothing until I see the Cap- 
tains’ reports in the morning,’’ he said. 

“But had your reports told you nothing 
about those alleged poolrooms operating up 
to the time you left your office to-night? ’’ 

‘“*No. But you know there might be re- 
ports there in the morning.’’ 

‘‘How do you suppose the Committee of 
Fifteen came to know that these rooms 
were open and doing business? ’’ 

“I know nothing about how the Commit- 
tee of Fifteen gets its information or evi- 
dence, if you want to call it that. The 
committee and I have nothing in common. 
I said there were .no poolrooms in New 
York on Monday.” 

_ Mr. Murphy closed the interview by say- 
ing that he did not know what he would do

in regard to the Captains in whose pre- 
cinets the raids had been made. 
Only yesterday Commissioner Murphy 


issued a general order to Captains regard- 
ing the violations of ordinances relating 
to gambling houses and povlrooms. In the 
order the Captains are instructed to ‘ use 
every effort to cause a rigid enforcement of 
all the laws and ordinances, and especially 
those laws which refer to alleged pool- 
rooms.”’ 

The order also instructs the Captains that 
“if any member of your command is in any 
way derelict in iis duties in this regard you 
will promptly make charges against him 
therefor.” 


SUPT. MeCULLAGH “SATISFIED. 


To a reporter for THE NEw YORK TIMES 
Superintendent McCullagh, under whose di- 
rection the poolrooms were raided yester- 
day afternoon, said: 

“Tf consider the evidence against the men 
arrested all right, and I have no doubt 
that the outcome will justify the action we 
have taken, I am satisfied that the prison- 
ers arrested at 24 East Highth Street are 
the men who got away from me in the Bay 
State Hotel the other day. Now I've got 
them double cinched. I have evidence 
against them in both places.”’ 

Seated near the desk in the Mercer Street 
Station when Superintendent McCullagh 
visited that station house was Lawyer Ben- 
jamin Steinhardt. 

“I don’t see you in court,’’ said Superin- 
tendent McCuilagh. ‘‘ The only time you 
ever show up is when these raids are on.”’ 

** The reason I don’t go to court," replied 
the lawyer, ‘“‘is that I can’t sit in the same 
rcom and listen to the testimony of the 
rotten Metectives you have employed.”’ 

“And what’s more, McCullagh,’’ he con- 
tinued, angrily, ‘‘I think the man who 
hires such detectives to do that sort of 
dirty work is no better than the detective 
himself.”

THE NEW PUNITIVE 


EXPEDITION IN CHINA 





lt Causes Alarm to the Foreign 
Ministers at Peking. 





They Fear It Will Lead to the Taking 
of Tai-yuen—Gen. Ma to Recom- 
mence Hostilities ? 





PEKING, April 17.—The Ministers of the 
powers view with alarm the expedition 
against Gen. Liu-Kuan-Ting, as they think 
he will retreat, probably laying waste the 
villages he traverses and killing native 
Christians, and that such actions will be 
used as an excuse by the military for fur- 
ther aggression, which would probably be 
the taking of Tai-yuen-Foo, the capital of 
Shan-Si Province. 

Capt. Reeves, attached to the American 
Legation here, accompanies the expedition 
to observe on behalf of the United States 
what is done. 

Trustworthy Chinese report that troops 
in large numbers are massing in the Prov- 
ince of Shan-Si, near the frontier of the 
Province of Pe-Chi-Li. Well-informed na- 
tives prophesy further trouble. 

It is impossible to ascertain whether the 
Court is playing a double game or whether 
its authority is insufficient to prevent the 
Chinese Generals from acting in a manner 


likely to provoke hostilities. The fact 
that for many months there has been noth- 
ing in the shape of a de facto Government 
favors the latter hypothesis. 

Probably a great deal will depend upon 
whether or not the Franco-German expedi- 
tion inflicts a severe defeat upon the Chi- 
nese who have transgressed the agreement 
by entering into the sphere of the allies. If 
these offenders are thoroughly smashed, 
it is likely to produce a good effect. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—The last dis- 
patch from Mr. Rockhill was received some 
days ago, and referred to the punitive ex- 
pedition about to start for Hui-Lu. 

The frequency of these expeditions and 
the state of unrest which they seem to 
engender is a matter of no little concern 
to the authorities here, although they can- 
not, under the circumstances, interpose ob-

It Is Believed That Sum Will Cover All 
Claims—German Government An- 
gry at American Reports. 
PEKING, April 17.—At to-day'’s meeting 


of the foreign Ministers, the question of 
indemnities was considered. It is now es- 
timated ‘that £70,000,000 will cover all 
claims. 


LONDON, April 18.—The Times’s Berlin 

correspondent represents the German Gov- 
ernment*as being in a state of considerable 
indignation ai the statement in the Amer- 
ican press‘ of Connmissfoner Rockhili's fig- 
ures of the indemnities which may be de- 
manéed from China. He says: 
' "The statement is exceedingly incorrect, 
and caleulated to give an entirely false 
impression. The excess of the German over 
the English claims is easily understood. 
The Germans sent a much larger force 
from Europe, while the British sent one 
from India, comparatively near at hand. 
In these circumstances, it is regarded here 
as a matter of deep regret that the mislead- 
ing account published in America should 
be commented on in the English papers in 
a spirit calculated to give offense to Ger- 
many. 

‘Great indignation is expressed at the 
suggestion that the indemnity claimed by 
Germany includes a heavy pecuniary mulct 
for the murder of Baron von Ketteler. The 
baselessness of the supposition is shown by 
the fact that the German claim is only 
twelve millions, as against the fourteen 
stated by Mr. Rockhill, and therefore con- 
siderably less than the amount already 
voted by the Reichstag for the campaign. 

“There is no attempt in authoritative 
quarters to disguise the fact that much can 
be said in favor of the United States’ sug- 
gestion in regard to the settlement of the 
indemnities, but the German Government 
has refrained from taking up a definite at- 
titude thereanent until it sees how it is re- 
ceived by the other powers.”’ 


EARL LI ACCUSED OF BAD FAITH. 
PEKING, April 17.—A missionary named 
Killie (the Rev. Mr. Kelly, Presbyterian 
missionary?) has returned from San-Ho, 
where Christians were burned to death in 
December. He reports to Gen. Chaffee 


that some time ago several of his converts 
were killed. He had the guilty parties 
tried in the Chinese courts, where they 
were convicted and sentenced to death, sub- 
ject to Li-Hung-Chang’s signature. 

Mr. Killie came to Peking and saw Li- 
Hung-Chang, who said the men should be 
executed immediately. Upon going to San- 
Ho three weeks later the missionary found 
the men alive. He spoke to a Judge of the 
Chinese courts on the matter, and the 
Judge thereupon showed him a letter from 
Li-Hung-Chang giving explicit instructions 
that the men must not be executed, as they 
had only been convicted on the testimony of 
Christians, consequently the evidence was 
untrustworthy. Mr. Killie has a copy of 
this letter. 

In the meantime the French had proved 
the same men guilty of incendiarism and 
other outrages and demanded their execu- 
tion, whereupon the Judge again showed his 
orders from Li-Hung-Chang. The French 
authorities replied that if the men were 
not executed within eight days they would 
take the law into their own hands and pun- 
ish the Chinese officials likewise.

TO BUILD BIG STEEL PLANT. 


H. C. Frick Said to be Behind a Billings- 
port (N. J.) Project. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 17.—It is stated 
on what appears to be good authority that 
an immense steel forging plant will be 
built at Billingsport, N. J., on the Delaware 
River. Henry C. Frick and his friends are 
said to be interested in the new enterprise. 
According to the story told here, 600 acres 
of land have been secured, with ample 
water front, thus insuring the construction 


of wharves, so that ——_ from the 
mines of Pennsylvania and elsewhere could 
be laid down directly at the works, by 


water at the least cost.

River between Red Bank and Lincoln Park, 
about ten miles below. Philadelphia. It is 
level ground, and the area of land pur- 
chased would warrant the laying out of 
villages for the working people, in addition 
to the big steel plant.

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LIABILITY BILL GIVES 
BENEFITS TO EMPLOYERS 


Notice of Actions for Damages 
Limited to Sixty Days. 








Railroad Companies’ Advantages Under 
This Clause Pointed Out—A Hear- 
ing Asked by Lawyers. 





The Employers’ Liability bill, for which 
laboring men have fought for nearly twen- 
ty years, and which was passed by the 
Assembly on Tuesday, is shown to 
have in it a provision which will be of ex- 
ceptional benefit to street railroads. The 
Costello bill, which is now scheduled to 
pass the Senate, while imposing additional 
liability for negligence upon employers, 
branches out in an entirely new field, and 
enacts exemptions which, it is pointed out, 
will be of more than compensating value 
to employers.

It can be stated as a fact that one of 
the leading officials in the State Railway 
Asscciation expressed recently his gratifi- 
cation that he had been able to induce 
Senator Brackett to introduce the Costello 
bill in the Senate and to become sponsor 
for its passage through that body. There 


are now pending in the courts of this State, 

t was said by a well-known lawyer yester- 
day, about 10,000 damage suits against rail- 
road companies, principally street railroad 
con. panies. . 

The clausé Vin the néw bill which, it is 
expected; will be of the greatest value to 
street railroads, is that requiring that no- 
tice of contemplated actions for damages 
must be served upon the defendant within 
sixty days after the alleged occurrence 
takes place. The Statute of Limitations now 
allows three years. The clause of the new 
bill applying to both employes and others, 
10 which exception is now taken, is as fol- 
Ows: 


Nor can any action for the recovery of damages 
or compensation for injury or death hereafter 


caused by negligence be maintained by any per- 
son either by virtue of the provisions of this act 
or in any other case unless notice of the time 


place, and cause of the injury or death shall have 
been given to the party against whom the action 
is brought within sixty days after the accident or 
oceurrence causing such injury or death, nor un- 
less the action to recover the damages resulting 
from such injury or death is commenced within 
one year, &c. 

Paragraph 5 of Section 383 of the Code 
of Civil Procedure of this State provides 
that within three years must be begun “ an 
action to recover damages for a_ personal 
injury, resulting from negligence.’’ Accord- 
ing to the Statute of Limitations, a creditor 
may sue for a debt, however small, within 
six years after the liability is incurred. A 
lawyer, in discussing the new bill yester- 
day, asked: ‘** What reason should there be 
for cutting down the time to sixty days in 
the case of actions for damages for negli- 
gence, unless to benefit those who have 


been negligent? ’’ : , : 
Another clause of the bill which, it is 
said, will also be of partic ular value to 


street railroad companies is the following: 


The notice provided for in this section shall be 
sufficient in every case if it states the time, 
place, and cause of the injury with sufficient 
definiteness to enable the employer or other 
party entitled to such notice to ascertain and in- 
vestigate the matter to which it relates, but no 
further or other notice shall be required in the 
case of an injury to an employe if the employer 
shall receive from its own agents, in one or more 
of its regularly required reports, a written state- 
ment containing the name of the person injured 
and the time, place, and cause of the injury. 


According to this clause, if a report is 


made to the company, an employe may sue 
within a year without the customary notice 
within sixty days. At the present time 
steam railroad companies are required by 
law to file reports of all accidents within 
sixty days. Street railroads do require re- 
ports of accidents, but it is asserted that 
very few accidents occur in which em- 
ploves themselves are injured. Only two

TO EVADE TAX? 
Bill Introduced that May Enable Pri- 
vate Holders to Escape. 


ALBANY, April 17.—A bill which may be 
intended to allow private mortgage hold- 
ers to evade the proposed Mortgage Tax 
bill, if it becomes a law, was introduced in 
the Senate to-day. It was presented by 
Senator George E. Greene of Broome and 
incorporates the International Realty Bond 
and Trust Company of New York City with 
Charles C. Hughes, E. D. W. Langley, 
James P. Howe, G. A. Farnham, E. W. Da- 
vidson, and Frank C. Hamilton as incorpo- 
rators. 

With a capital of $1,000,000, the company 
has the right upon the face of the bill to 
take up all kinds of mortgages, and it is 
believed can make individual mortgagees 
members of the company so that they can 
avoid taxation. 


END OF THE CANAL BILL. 


Measure for $26, 000, 000 Improvement 
Killed in the Senate. 
ALBANY, April 17.—The bill to submit 
the proposition for the expenditure of $26,- 
000,000 for canal improvement to the people 
of the State at the next election was killed 
in the Senate this morning by a vote of 31 
yeas to 16 nays. Senator McCarren offered 
an amendment providing for an expenditure

When the hearing upon the 
Albany Bridge bill was over one of the 
members of the committee moved that the 
New York and New Jersey bill be report- 
ed favorably. live votes were cast in 
favor of the motion, one against, and one 
member of the committee (Cocks) refused 
to vote. The bill will be reported to-mor- 
row. 
Burton N. Harrison, the attorney for 
the bridge company, came to Albany last 
night and has pressed the members of the 
committee hard to report the bill. His 
arguments seem to have been convincing. 
At the hearing on the bill a week ago, Sen- 
ator Raines, who introduced it, offered 
several amendments Most of them were 
minor. The only one of any real import- 
ance was in regard to the amount to be 
paid the city by the company.

LIABILITIES ON EXCISE BONDS. 


Surety Must Pay Entire Amount If Vio- 
lation of the Law Is Proved.

ALBANY, April 17.—The Court of Ap- 
peals has handed down an important de- 


cision affecting the administration of the 
State excise law. Surety companies which 
have given bonds for the holders of liquor 
tax certificates have claimed that they are 
not liable for the whole amount of the 


bond of a liquor dealer who has been found 
guilty of a violation of the excise law, but 
only in such cases where the liquor dealer 
fails to pay the fine imposed, and then 
only for the amount of the fine. The Court 
of Appeals decides that the surety compa- 
nies are liable for the whole amount of 
the bond in each case where a violation of 
the law is proved. 

The decision handed down affirms a 
judgment in favor of Commissioner Ly- 
man against Edward Purlmutter of Pough 
keepsie. 


CORPORATION BILLS SIGNED. 





Senator Brackett’s Two Measures Ap- 
proved by the Governor. 


ALBANY, April 17.—Gov. Odell to-day 
signed Senator Brackett's two bills, which 
amend the stock and general corporation 


laws. The amendment to the stock cor- 
poration law permits the holders of two- 
thirds of the capital stock in a corpora- 
tion to consent to an issue of a mortgage; 
provides that not more than one of the Di- 
rectors of a corporation need be a resident 
of this State; changes the law relative to 
the liability of Directors for failure to file 
annual reports with the Secretary of State, 
and makes other important changes. 

The general corporation law is amended 
by, authorizing stockholders to transfer 


‘ 








their right to vote on corporation uestions 
to proxies for a period not exceeding five 
years, and permitting any business to be 
transacted at a meeting at which every 
mepber of the Board of Directors is pres- 
enf# although no notification of any par- 
ticular topic to be considered had been 
given. 

These are the salient and most impor- 
tant features of the new laws, but there are 
many other changes, all in the direction of 
more liberal treatment to corporate enter- 
prises. 

The Brackett bills are to be supplemented 
by the Elsberg bill reducing the organiza- 
tion tax from one-eighth of 1 per cent. to 
one-twentieth of 1 per cent. This bill has 
passed the Senate and is expected to pass 
the Assembly and become a law in a few 
days. In addition there is the Brackett bill 
amending the’business corporations law 
with respect to the namber of Directors. 
If this bill is enacted it will enable corpora- 
tions to state in their certificates of in- 
corporation the maximum number of Di- 
rectors without limit. Under the present 
business corporations law the number of 
Directors is limited to thirteen. 


SENATOR DEPEW AT ALBANY, 
Makes Brief Speeches in the Senate 
and the Assembly. 

ALBANY, April 17.—Senator- Chauncey 
M. Depew was in the Senate Chamber for 
a few moments this morning, and was in- 
troduced to the Senate by Lieut. Gov. 
Woodruff. He said: ‘‘ Down in Washing- 
ton we are continually looking toward our 
individual States for guidance, but some- 
how or other it seems as if all of us turned 
toward New York State to learn its senti- 


ment. It is the only State in the Unton 
toward which the entire National body 
looks. I don’t know what your constituents 
think of you, gentlemen, but I have the 
utmost confidence in you.’’ [Applause and 
laughter.) 

As Mr. Depew retired from the Lieuten- 


ant Governor's rostrum, Senator McCarren 
said: ‘‘ This is a mere coincidence that 
Senator Depew should be in at the death 
of the Canal bills.”’ 

In the Assembly, on motion of Mr. Bell 
of New York, the privileges of the floor 
were accorded to Senator Depew, who was 
asked by the Speaker to address the As- 


sembly. Mr. Depew made one of his witty 
speeches, prefacing his remarks by saying 
that he had just three minutes in which 


to catch his train. 


THE INCORPORATION COMPANY. 


Bill Ineorporating It to be Changed— 
No Concealed Ramapo in It, 
ALBANY, April 17.—The bill of Senator 
Brackett, which has caused considerable 
discussion, to ineorporate the ‘‘ New York 
Incorporation Company ”’ is to be generally 
amended so as to preclude any unusual 
powers being given the company. It was 
charged that the bill might mean a new 
Ramapo Company, and that it would give 
great and unusual powers to a small cof- 

poration. Senator Brackett said to-night: 
“The bill was prepared and handed to me 
by Frank White, former Corporation Clerk 
in the Secretary of State’s office. Mr. 
White is not only an accomplished lawyer, 
but a man of the highest integrity. There 
is no concealed Ramapo in the bill, no in- 


tention to exercise any banking preroga- 
lives. 

‘* However, to guard against any possi- 
bility of harm, I have to-day amended the 
bill, striking out among other things the 
yrrovision that the limitations of general 
cows shall not apply to this corporation 
and have inserted a provision that the 


company shall not have any of the powers 
of a corporation organized under the trans- 
portation corporation law. This will ef- 
fectually cure the notion that there is any 
water company concealed under the bill.’ 


FATE OF THE RAPID TRANSIT BILL. 
Gov. Odell Tells Mr. Orr He Must Take 
What Legislature Gives Him. 


ALBANY, April 17.—Alexander EB, Orr, 
President of the Rapid Transit Commis- 


sion and E. M. Shepard, counsel, called 
on the Governor to-day to urge his assist- 
ance in the passage of the bill now held up 
in the Committee on Rules of the Assem- 
bly. The Governor gave a long hearing to 
them, as they explained the various criti- 
cised sections, but made no promises of as- 
sistance in passing the measure. 

Mr. Orr and Mr. Shepard both argued 
that there was nothing wrong with the bill 
and that it should be passed just as they 
had prepared it. The Governor said he was 
not so sure of that, and in any event the 
commission would have to be content with 


what the Legislature gave them ‘Tf the

Little Coney Island Bill Passed. 


ALBANY, April 17.—In the Assembly this 
morning Mr. Ullman of New York opposed 
the Bennett, so-called “ Little Coney Isl- 


and,”’ bill, whic h prohibits the operation of 
dance halls in New York County, where 
liquor is sold, within half a mile of any 
cathedral. Mr. Ullman read a letter from 
District Attorney Philbin, in which he said 
that the police and not the Legislature 
should regulate such dance halls. Mr. Sul- 
livan of New York said the bill was one of 
the most vicious pieces of legislation ever 
introduced, and which, if passed, would 
close up all the public dancing halls. Mr. 
Sanders of New York offered an amend- 
ment to exempt dancing schools, which was 
voted down, and the “bill was passed, 78 
yeas, 39 nays.

Section 1 of the bill provides ‘‘ that Will- 
iam T. Jenkins, A. Campbell White, John 
S. Richardson, Delancey Carter, Isaac N. 
Love, and Frank J. Cuthbertson; and their 
associates hereinafter designated as Trus- 
tees, are hereby created a body corporate 
by the name of the Inebriates’ Home for 
the City of New York.” 

Section 4 authorizes the City of New York 
to pay to the ‘‘ said Inebriates’ Home, for 
the care, support, and maintenance of ha-

home, and the founding, necessary equip- 
ment, and improvement of its grounds and 
buildings.’ 

Section 5 directs that ‘‘ the said Directors 
are hereby empowered to appoint a Chief 
Inspector and two subordinate Inspectors, 
who shall have the power to visit the per- 
sons confined in the prisons, jails, and peni- 
tentiaries for intoxication or habitual 
drunkenness, as often and at such times as 
they may deem advisable, and may deter- 
mine from time to time who of the persons 
so confined in said institutions are fit and 
proper subjects to be transferred to said 
Inebriates’ Home.’ 

Section 7 provides that any Magistrate 
within the State, upon the production of a 
certificate from the Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the home, may com- 
mit any person convicted before him as an 
habitual drunkard to the home for a term 
not exceeding six months.

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MILNER IS DISCOURAGED] NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 





Says South African Conditions Are 
Worse than Last Summer. 





THE DAMAGE TO THE MINES 





High Commissioner Hints It May Have 
Been the Work of Europeans—The 
Boer “ Carnival of Mendacity.” 


LONDON, April 18.—A South African 
Blue Book, containing recent dispatches 
from Sir Alfred Milner and other official 
correspondence, was issued last night. 

Sir Alfred wired, under date of March 3, 
requesting permission to return home at 
an early date upon leave of absence for the 
purpose of resting. The Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, the Colonial Secretary, re- 
plied by granting this request, expressing 
the Government's regret that it should be 
necessary for Sfr Alfred to leave South 
Africa at the present time, but quite rec- 
Ognizing his need for rest and mentioning 
three months as a possible period of ab- 
Bence. 

In a dispatch dated Feb. 6 Sir Alfred re- 
views the situation in South Africa, He 
says he had hoped that some definite point 
would be reached at which it might be pos- 


sible to sum up that chapter of history 
containing the war, and to forecast the 
administrative reconstruction which must 


succeed it, But,” he continues, ‘I am re- 
luctantly forced to the conclusion that 
there will be no such dividing line. I have 
not the slightest doubt of the ultimate re- 
sult, but I foresee that the work will be 
slower, more difficult, more harassing, and 
more expensive than was at one time an- 
ticipated. At any rate, it is idle to wait 
much longer in the hope of being able to 
describe a clear and clean-cut situation. In 
spite of the confused character of the pres- 
ent position I think it better to attempt to 
describe, however roughly and inadequate- 
ly, the state of things as they exist to-day. 

‘It is no use denying that the last half 
year has been one of retrogression. Seven 
months ago this colony was perfectly quiet, 
at least as far as the Orange River. The 
southern half of the Orange River Colony 
Was rapidly settling down, and even a 
considerable portion of the Transvaal, no- 
tably the southwestern districts, seemed to 

ave definitely accepted British authority 
ind to rejoice at the opportunity to return 
LO orderiy government and the pursuits of 
peace. To-day the scene is completely al- 
tered. 

* It would be superfluous to dwell on the 


increased losses to the country caused by 
the prolongation of the struggle and by 
the form which it has recently assumed. 


The fact that the enemy are now broken up 
into a great number of small forces raiding 
in every direction, and that our troops are 
similarly broken up in their pursuit makes 


the area of actual fighting, and conse- 
quently of destruction, much wider than 
would be the case in a conflict between 


equal numbers operating in large masses. 
Moreover, the fight is now mainly over 
supplies. The Boers live entirely on the 
country through which they pass, not only 
taking all the food they can lay their 
hands on, but looting the small village 


stores of clothes, boots, coffee, and sugar, 
of all of which they are in great need. 
Sur forces are compelled to denude the 
country of everything movable in order to 
frustrate these tactics of the enemy. 

“The loss of crops and stock is more se- 
ious to the Boers than farm burning, of 

fhich so much has been heard. I say this 
10t at all as an advocate of such destruc- 
tion. I am glad to think the measure is 
now .seldom, if ever, resorted to.’’ 

Sir Alfred considers that owing to the in- 
expensive character of the farm buildings 
their destruction is a comparatively small 
item in the total damage caused. 

After mentioning the ‘‘ wanton destruc- 
tion of headgear, stamps, and other appa- 
ratus in the outlying mines,” Sir Alfred ex- 
presses a hope that the miscreants will turn 
out to be not Boers but members of the 
** Rand proletariat belonging to various Eu- 
ropean nationalities, who are intensely anti- 
British, and have now taken to the veldt.” 
He points out that the damage to the 
mines is not great relatively to the large 
“mount of .capital sunk in them, one mine 
paving been damaged to the extent of £200,- 
0 

Continuing, Sir Alfred says: 

“The. consequences of the war, although 
@rave, are not appalling. The country peo- 
ple will need help to prevent them from 
starving, and probably a certain amount of 
capital. A more serious effect of the last 
fix months is *the moral influence of the 
recrudescence of the war, especially in Or- 
ange River Colony.” 

The High Commissioner then sketches the 
rising against the British forces, the break- 
ing of Boer pledges of neutrality under 
the pressure of old companions in arms, and 
the establishment of camps of refuge for 
Boer families wanting protection. He de- 
scribes the effect in Cape Colony of guer- 
Trilla warfare and agitation, and alludes to 
the “ carnival of mendacity "* accompanying 
the pro-Boer agitation. ‘‘ At the end of 
1900," he says. “‘ the excitement had some- 
what subsided, partly because the worst 
Inventions—the cruelty of the British 
troops-—-had been exposed, and partly be- 
cause the general introduction of martial 
law had checked seditious writing and 
speaking.”’ 

Sir Alfred thinks that a majority of the 
Dutch colonists do not desire Boer inva- 
sion. Discussing the plans of local defense 
put into operation, he argues that the Gov- 
ernment’s policy should be to consider the 
feelings and interests of the loyalists and 
thus to retain their loyalty, as well as to 
disarm enmity and to win the confidence of 
those fighting against Great Britain. 
*‘“South Africdns are sick unto death of 
the war,’’ he says, ‘‘ but are prepared to 
suffer in order to make South Africa indis- 
7 one country under one flag.” He 
velieves that the young country will recu- 
perate in a few years when the war is over. 

Among the other documents in the Blue 
Book are three dispatches from the Govern- 
ment of the Netherlands to the Dutch Con- 
sul General in Pretoria before the war be- 
gan, advising Mr. Kriiger to adopt a con- 
ciliatory attitude. One of these, dated Aug. 
13. and already alluded to by Count von 
Biilow in the Reichstag and by the Foreign 
Minister of the Netherlands in the Dutch 
Parliament, says: 

“The German Government, like myself. 
is convinced that everv approach to one of 
the great powers at this very critical mo- 
ment will be without any results whatever, 
@nd very dangerous for the republic.” 

The appearance of the Blue Book just at 
this moment is explained as a character- 
4istically bold stroke on the part of Mr. 
Chamberlain. It is believed that. with a 
view to anticipating the inevitable criti- 
cisms upon the temporary absénce of Sir 
Alfred Milner from South Africa, Mr. 
Chamberlain publishes important communi- 
eations giving frankly the views of the 
men on the spot. These show that Sir 
Alfred seizes an occasion to secure well- 
earned rest, while the military operations 
are still unfinished, so as to enable him to 
be back at his post again when the time ar- 
tg for inaugurating the civil administra- 
tion. 

The dispatches reveal the fact that the 
Government went further in the direction 
of endeavoring to conciliate the Boers than 
Sir Alfred Milner and Lord Kitchener 
were in favor of going, and discouraging as 
the former's estimate of the position of af- 
fairs in February was, his extremely san- 
guine views for the future of South Africa 
will tend to reconcile the country, what- 
ever sacrifices it may still be called upon 
to make. 

The question of who is to carry on Sir 
Alfred's work in his absence excites inter- 
est. In the natural order of things the 
duty would. devolve upon Lord Kitchener, 
whose ability for the task is unquestioned; 
but, considering the already onerous nature 
of his military duties, it is felt that he 
ought not to be saddled with the additional 
work which *'''»°r found so heavy. 

The morning commenting upon 
the dispatches. do st attempt to gloss over

views, but they exhi'!' no <‘gn of dis- 
couragement, and recognize that it is im-

** What is the whole truth of the military 
and political situation when the Govern- 
ment will admit so much? Sir Alfred Mil- 
ner’s temper is revealed for the hundredth 
time as the personal obstacle to all at- 
tempts at a settlement.’’

CRAMP SHIPBUILDING COMPANY 


Will Be Interested in a New Broadway 
Building to Cost $900,000. 


The Cramp Shipbuilding Company will be 
interested in the twenty-story office build- 
ing to be-erected at a cost of $900,000 at 
72 and 74 Broadway, and will probably 
have its offices in the new structure.

PROTEST OF A JUROR. 


Criticises Practices of Agents of the 
Metropolitan Railway Company. 


Julius Gutman, a salesman, living at 98 
Lenox Avenue, was a juror in the Supreme 
Court yesterday, and when he was called to 
serve in a case in which the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company was defendant he 
told Justice Truax that he had become so 
prejudiced by listening to. testimony in 
other cases against the same road that he 


could never render a verdict in its favor. 
The specific cause of Mr. Gutman’'s decla- 
ration waS a case heard just before the one 
in which he had been called. This was the 
action of Albert Grogan to recover $10,000 
from the comp&ny for injuries he had re- 
ceived in Octobér, 1898. 

When this case was called, John M. 
Gardner, counsel for Grogan, told Justice 
Truax that claim sagente of the company. 
without his knowle ge, had succeeded in 
getting his client to sign a release and had 
paid him $620. This had been offered. to 
the company’s counsel by Mr. Gardner, but 
he had refused to accept it. 


A GAS COMPANY’S LIABILITY. 


Justice McAdam Decides for Insurance 
Company in a Peculiar Case. 

Justice McAdam, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday, handed down a decision in which 
he found that the Standard Gaslight Com- 
pany must pay to the German-American 
Insurance Company of New York $500 
which it had been compelled to pay on & 
fire loss arising out of a leak in a gas pipe, 

Theodore Seiz, a dealer in picture frames, 
had a store at 30 West One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street, and carried a fire 
policy in the German-American. On Nov, 
25, 1898, he decidéd to have a drop light 
placed in his store, and an employe of the 
gas company undertook the work. After the 
light was adjusted the man left, but ree 
turned in a short time. Mr. Seiz then come 


lained of smelling gas. The workman 
ighted a match and applied it to the gas 
pipe. A fire was the result. The insurance 
company paid Mr. Seiz $500, and then sued 
the gas company. 


a leading member of the Union said:

ANTI-TAMMANY DEMOCRACY. 


New Name Adopted and Arrangements 
Completed for the Mass Meeting 
—The Executive Committee. 


Jasper, submitted what he called a “** report 
relative to the schools in the Boroughs of 
Manhattan and the Bronx.” 

‘For the reason,”’ read the report, ‘* that 
in the Superintendent's report it 1s implied, 
and in some instances evén asserted, that 
these defects are general and that satis- 
factory conditions exist only as exceptions, 
the staternents referred to constitute a se- 
rious charge against our whole educational 
body, including teachers, Principals. and 
Superintendents. 1 deem it my duty, there- 
fore, as Borough Superintendent, to reply 
to these criticisms, in order to inform the 
School Board of the true condition of af- 
fairs and to remove from the public mind 
the erroneous impressions which the re- 
port must have produced.”’ 

The report, which, in fact, is a technical 
defense of the present methods of teaching 
English in the public schools in the bor- 
oughs, was occasioned by a criticism on 
this method, which was issued some time 
ago by City Superintendent of Schools 
Maxwell. 

Superintendent Jasper calls attention to 
the fact that there were in Manhattan and 
ithe Bronx at the end of the school year for 
IS99-1900 246 elementary schools or depart- 
ments. He found that Superintendent Max- 
well had visited only five of them in,that 
year and but eleven in the year preceding. 
fie expresses the opinion that so super- 
ticial an inspection is not a sufficient justi- 
fication for the charges made by Superin- 
tendent Maxwell. 

Superintendent Jasper says he does not 
deny utterly the existence of some de- 
fects mentioned.’ He says, however, the 
teaching of English and manual training 
are not defective to an unusual extent in 
comparison with the other boroughs and 
other cities, nor do they seriously affect 
any considerable proportion of our schools 
and teachers. He also denies that whatever 
defects exist are attributable to the causes 
assigned by Superintendent Maxwell or 
that the remedies he suggests are curative. 

He says the remedy proposed is the very 
cause of the defect, and he says the respon- 
sibility lies wholly with the City Superin- 
tendent as the responsible head of the 
Board of Examiners and the only person 
having authority to prescribe the examina- 
tion for Hcense. 

Then, paragraph by paragraph, he takes 
up the City Superintendent’s lengthy re- 
port and dissects it. He accuses Mr. Max- 
well of making a “ statement that is mis- 
leading.”’ 

Superintendent Maxwell wrote that he had 
found teachers in Manhattan and the Bronx 
who are doing in a right way all the com- 
position work that their limited time per- 
mits, but that they are the exceptions. He 
added, *‘ and yet it is not the teachers who 
are chiefly to blame.’ Replying to this, 
Superintendent Jasper’s report read: 

“The first sentence in this statement 
would be a gratifying concession on the 
part of the critic were it not that to this 
Tope thrown out at the last moment, ap- 
parently to save us from drowntng in the 
sea of educational depravity, he has at- 
tached a weight—‘ but they are the excep- 
tion ’—that drags practically all of us to the 
bottom, How can it be said that the teach- 
ers who are doing their work in the right 
Way are ‘exceptions?’ A more unjust, 
unwarranted, and baseless criticism con- 
cerning our teachers was never uttered. 
But no sooner is it uttered than the au- 
thor finds it necessary to shelter himself 
from the just indignation of an army of 
teachers behind the further assertion that 
it is not the teachers who are chiefly to 
blame.” 

Concluding,

HUSBAND AND WIFE.—Because Mrs. Pause 
line Klapper, in her suit in the Fourth Mu- 
nicipal Court, against the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company for damages be- 
cause of injuries she received while a pas- 
senger on one of its cars. was allowed to 
testify, although a married woman, as to 
the amount of her earnings, a judgment 
rendered in her favor was yesterday re- 
versed by the Appellate Term of the Su- 
preme Court.

With the husband entitled presumptively

MINISTER LOOMIS TALKS 
ON VENEZUELA AFFAIRS 


Says the Country Is Quiet. and. 


There Will Be No Trouble. 


Asphalt Controversy Is Before the Su- 
preme Court and He Will 
Not Discuss It. 


Francis B. Loomis, United States Minister 
to Venezuela, is at the Hotel Victoria. He 
arrived on the steamship Caracas too late 
on,Tuesday to pass quarantine that day. 

“Those statements alleged to have been 
made by me and cabléd from San Juan, 
Porto Rico,” he said to a NEw YorRK TIMES 
representative, ‘‘are mainly false. While 
on the Scorpion I saw the representative of 
a local paper and talked with him in a gen- 
eral way, and he reported me correctly. I 
received the card of another man. 
What he sent out was distorted and was 
not warranted by anything I said.” 

‘How are matters in Venezuela?’ 
reporter inquired. 

‘* Quiet,” he replied. ‘‘ I see no cause for 
anxiety. President Castro has matters well 
in hand, and I have no doubt of his re-elec- 
tion to the Presidency, nigga February. In 
fact, I do not: think he; will have any seri-

ous oppogitiohs “WA “few, Constitution is 
about to go into!effect dm Venezuela, and 
under its ptovisions the Supreme Court is 
to be reorganized.’’ 

“Is the asphalt controversy before the 
Supreme Court?” the reporter asked.

‘And you anticipate a fair decision 

‘Most assuredly, but in the event that 
the decision is manifestly unjust, the Unit- 
ed States, as I understand4t, might be 
called upon to review the proceedings.” 

‘* How about the story of the strained re- 
lations between President Castro and your- 
self? ’’ 

Mr. Loomis smiled and replied: ‘‘ Gen. 
Castro and myself are good friends, and I 
consider him a most estimable gentleman.” 

‘How do you account for your recall?”’ 

“That has no significance, so far as I 
know. It has long been understood at 
Washington that I was not anxious to stay 
at Caracas. Just now I am bent on making 
a trip to Europe. Il have had-ail I want of 
the tropics for some time to come, and I 
#m not averse to accepting a better place. 
We are all willing to accept promotion. 

“Would you return to Venezuela if so 
requested by the Government?’”’ 

‘That is a question,’’ rejoined Mr. Loom- 
is, ‘‘that [ am not prepared to answer. 
But I have many friends in Caracas and 
other parts of the republic.” — 

‘* Who is Acting Minister during your ab- 
sence?” 

“ W. W. Russell, the Secretary of Lega- 
tion,’’ was the reply. 

“Do you anticipate any trouble between 
the United States and Venezuela?”’ 

* Not at all,’’ was the answer. 

‘* What is there about the asphalt contro- 
versy?’’ 

“Phat is a matter,’’ replied Mr. Logmis, 
‘that it would be very indelicate for me to 
discuss. The points at issue have been re- 
ferred to the courts, and I expect the latter 
will make a fair adjudication.” 

‘How do Venezuelahs, as a rule, feel to- 
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{| ward the people of the United States?”’ 


“Very kindly,’” Mr. Loomis answered, 
“so far as | havé been able to judge. They 
certainly manifested much friendship for 
me when dA sailed from La Guayra on the 
Scorpion.” 

‘**Do you expect any internal troubles in 
Venezuela in the near future?” 

‘** No; I do not,’’ Mr. Loomis replied, with 
some emphasis. ‘' The people generally are 
contented and are tired of revolutions. 
Gen. Andrade and others, who are in exile, 
want to return, and are constantly plan- 
ning to that end. But while Andrade is in- 
telligent and well-informed, 1 do not think 
he has the ability or the means to inaugu- 
rate a successful revolution. The latest 
revolt in. Carupano- province was soon 
quelled by President Castro’s troops.” 

‘When do you leave for Washington? ’”’ 

“The latter part of the week,’’ was Mr. 
Loomis’s reply. ‘‘I have to make a report 
to the State Department about the present 
situation.” 

Mr. Loomis would give no intimation of 
the nature of his report. 

**Should you not return to Caracas, have 
you any idea who your successor will be?”’ 

‘**Not in the slightest degree,’’ was his 
answer. ~ 

“ How do you account for the many dis- 
quieting stories from Venezuela?’”’ 

** Easily enough,’’ Mr. Loomis said, 
Guayra is thirty-six hours distant from 
Ponce, and forty hours from San Juan, 
Porto Rico. Steamships are constantly ply- 
ing between Poro Rican and Venezuelan 
ports, and as a rule they have their quota 
of gossipers on board.” . 

At the Hoffman House is Sefior Zuloaca, 
chief emgineer of the Caracas Power and 
Light Companies. He came to New York 
as a fellew-passenger of Minister Loomis 
and hfs purpose here is to order machinery 
to increase the facilities of the Caracas 
Electric Light Company and. procure the 
material to transform the system of loco- 
motion of street railways in the Venezuelan 
capital from horses to overhead trolley. 

“The aphalt fight,’ said Sefor Zuloaga 
to a TIMES reporter, ‘is in reality a contro- 
versy between two American companies, 
in which our Government has taken no 
part vaeeeee, The matter is in the courts 
and I expect a fair decision. As a matter 
o€ fact, it is my honest belief that the Ber- 
Madez Company (the Barber trust) has 
never at ahy time been troubled the 
Government over outside parties. 

“There was a lfttle revolution in Caru- 
pano Province about three months ago. It 
was a mutiny of about 400 troops, and had 
nothing to do with the nepeatt troubles. 
Yet dispatches were sent to the United 
States intending to convey the idea that the 
Venezuelan Government was _ interfering 
with the property of American citizens nnd 
ealling for warships. That was all wrong. 

‘I know nothing of the merits of the 
controversy between the Bermudez and 
Felicidad Asphalt Companies, but have 
faith enough in our Supreme Court to ex- 
pect a fair decision. There is not the slight- 
est cause for trouble between Venezuela 
and the United States, nor do I xpect any. 

“The country is quiet, business is good, 
except the low prices for coffee, and Presi- 
defit Castro will be re-elected in February. 
I have no patience with men who are try- 
ing to make trouble between this Govern- 
ment and mine, especially when there is no 
cause for it.’’

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THE PORTO RICAN TARIFF. 


Rumored in Washington that the Presi- 
dent Will Remove the Duties 
in Three Months.

WASHINGTON, i April 1%4H. report has 
gained some cittjilation ‘here tonight that 
the President contemplates nemoving the 
tariff duties from trade between Porto Rico 
and the United States in three months. 
Ignorance of the origin of this report is 
declared by Senator Foraker, the person 
who was most prominent in the making of 
the Porto Rico temporary Government bill, 
and he adds that there is not a word of 


truth in it. 
it remains with Porto Rico to determine 
when the tariff duties shall be removed 


before March 1 of next year, but the law 
says that they shall not be imposed after 
that date. By operation of the law, un- 
less Congress shall in the meantime find 
that tariff duties must be continued in or- 
der to provide support for the island Goy- 
ernment, there will be free trade between 
Porto Rico and the United States; and, 
with some exceptions, the tariff against 
all other cotntries that is imposed here, 
Spain is to enjoy some slight vantages 
for ten years. But they are not at. 

Porto Rico might oes the day of 
free trade indicated in the Foraker act. 
For that act provides that when the Leg- 
ifiative Assembly of Porto Rico shall have 
enacted and put in operation a system of 
local taxation to meet the necessities of 
the Government of Porto Rico, by the For- 
aker act established, and shall by resolu- 
tion duly passed so notify the President, he 
shall make proclamation thereof, and there- 
upon all-tariff duties shall cease between 
Porto Rico and the United States. 

The Legislative Assembly is not now in 
session, and it is not understood that there 
is any immediate intention of calling it to- 
gether to enact the laws suggested as a 
condition for free trade prior to March next, 
It is understood, however, that Gov. Allen 
hopes that by next March the island will 
be prepared to do without the tariff duties 
of 15 per eent, of those imposed upon the 
merchandise of other countries, and will 
be able to raise by local taxation the funds 
necessary to support the local Government, 
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MANILA FRAUD TRIALS OPEN. 


Evidence Discloses a Plot to Obtain 
Stores and Sell Them to Hotels 
and Merchants. 


MANILA, April 17.—The trial of Lieut. 
Frederick Boyer, charged with the embez- 
ziement of commissary stores, will be.con- 
tinued next Monday. It is the opinion of 
many officers that Lieut. Boyer is inno- 
cent of the charges brought against him. 

The trial of the civilian named Fletcher, 
accused of the unlawful conversion of com- 
missary stores, which was held before the 
provost court to-day, exposed a plot to ob- 
tain commissary supplies and sell them to 
the hotels and merchants of Manila. 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—Major George 
Davis to-day received a reply to his 
message cabled to Col. Woodruff at Ma- 
nila, expressing his willingness to start for 
Manila on the first available transport to 
face the charges that have been brought 
against him. Col. Woodruff’s reply was an 
assurance that such a step is not neces- 
sary. It is believed that if the affair was 
of any great gravity Col. Woodruff would 
not have advised against Major Davis’s de- 
parture for the scene of the alleged frauds, 
even though the latter’s health is not very 
good at present. 


CEBU REBELS HOLD OUT. 


1,000 Troops Unable to Subdue 200 Na- 
tive Riflemen—Marinduque 
Insurgents Surrender. 


CEBU, Island of Cebu, P. I., April 17.—A 
thousand troops in the Island of Cebu are un- 
able tu accomplish the surrender or capture 
of the 200 insurgent riflemen who are still 
out. Col. McClernand says the terms the in- 
surgents offered are impossible. Qf the fifty 
towns, a dozen of the larger have been 
organized under military order. The others 
are believed to have insurgent Goverp- 
ments, 

Judge Taft, addressing the convention to- 
day, deplored the fact that Cebu was.the 
least pacified province, and called on the 
delegates to decide whether 200 men would 
be permitted to restrain peace and pros- 
perity, or whether the majority would or- 
ganize and notify the mountain sulkers to 
cease causing trouble. If the people were 
not ready, the commission would not su- 
persede the military by civil conttol. 

The exhortation was not demonstratively 
received. The leading Visayans from the 
twenty-four towns represented urged the 
organization of a Provincial Government 
and the wind-up of the rebellion, and com- 
mendec Col. MeClernand as commandin 
wisely and without bloodshed. The Iislanc 
probably will be organized as one province. 
The population numbers 650,000.

HART A NOTORIOUS FORGER.

John D. Hart, who owns to half a dozen 
aliases, and who has just been identified 
as J. Edwin Sioddard, a forger of National 
reputation, continues ¢o receive large quan- 
tities of mail at the Tombs prison, where 
he is awaiting the action of the Grand 
Jury on @ blackmail charge. Since his im- 
prisonment he has sent out numbers of beg- 
ging letters to unsophisticated persons, 


thereby securing no little money. This is 
one of Stoddard’s favorite swindling meth-

His skill in penmanship has enabled him 
to obtain funds by forging the handwriting 
of prisoners and other persons by writing 
to their friends and relatives. 

Hart, Wood, Ward, Wolf, Allen, \Hamil- 
ton, Stoddard was identified by City Mar- 
shal Kendall of Chicopee, ass., where 
Stoddard was born. In this place he spent 
his youth as a clerk for a manufacturing 
company. Caught defrauding them he was 
discharged. From then to the present time, 
the police say, his activity in “ crooked 
lines’’ has never ceased, Forged letters 
soliciting money under all sorts of pre- 
texts were sent broadcast and yielded large 
returns. 

In 1899 he was sentenced to six years’ 
imprisonment in the State prison 6f Ten- 
nessee for uttering forged checks ‘in Tip- 
ton County, that State, Gov.

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THE PABST HOTEL PORTICO. 


Appeal of the Proprietor Withdrawn 
and His Fine Paid. 


The portico of the Pabst Hotel was, Jan. 
V7 last, feund to be an illegal structure, 
squatting on $34,000 worth of public prop- 
erty in Forty-second Street, between Sey- 
enth Avenue and Broadway, by Justice 
D. F. Martin, sitting in the Tenth District 
Municipal Court, and he fined its proprie- 
tor, James ,B. Regan, $5 for maintaining 
it for one* day, Aug. 3, 1900. Regan, 
through Emanuel Blumenstiel, his coun- 
sel, entered an appeal against the judg- 
ment, which was to have been argued dur- 
ing the Appellate Term of the Supreme 
Court. The appeal has just been with- 
drawn, and Regan has paid into the 
Bureau for the Recovery of Penalties the 
amount of the fine and $2.50 costs. 

An officer of the Law Department said 
yesterday that Justice Martin’s decision 
established the illegality of the portico, 
and the withdrawal of the appeal was a 
confession that the defense had no ground 
on which to appeal. The Bureau for the 
Recovery of Penalties can proceed to sue 
Regan for a penalty of $5 for each day 
that the portico has incumbered the Forty- 
second Street sidewalk since Aug. 3 last. 
It will, however, wait until the suit brought 
in the Supreme Court by Corporation Coun- 
sel Whalen against Regan and. Charles 
Thorley to compel them to take ddOwn the 
portico is tried. The case will be on the 
May Trial Term calendar of the -Supreme 
Court. 


A. J. WHITEMAN SENTENCED. 


Ex-Mayor of Duluth to Go to Prison for 
Two and a Half Yéars. 


Alonzo J. Whiteman, ex-Mayor of Duluth 
and former State Senator of Minnesota, 
convicted in General Sessions of passing 
a worthless one-hundred-dollar check in the 
Hotel Navarre last November, was yester- 
day sentenced by Judge Foster to two years 
and a half imprisonment in State prison.

vate office was fairly packed with thou- 
sands of documents degling with the rec- 
ords of the candidates. 

In the cases of men who-are now in-the 
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army it is easy enough to get at their ef- 
ficiency records. It is not so easy in the 
cases of volunteers who servéd in the 
Spanish war in State regiments, and who 
were discharged after the war was over. 
Nevertheless, as it would be an injustice 
to pass over these men merely because 
their records are not so accessible as those 
of others, the War Department is seeuring 
the record of every applicant. This im- 
mense labor is one reason for the delay in 
making known results. It is Mr. Root’s de- 
sire to make the appointments as nearly 
competitive as if all the candidates had 
been before a Board of Civil Service Ex- 
aminers. Everything is being taken into 
account, the entire records of the men as 
well a& their standing on examination and 
the claims that are made for them. Mr. 
Root expects when he gets through to have 
about the finest body of young officers 
who ever began a military career. 

New York will get?about thirty-seven of 
these appointments. The preliminary or 
tentative list has been made up, and Mr. 
Root is now revising it.

There a surgeon in at- 
tendz said that his skull was fractured 
and thas he had concussion of the brain, 
in addition to a ¢ompound fracture of the 
arm. The injured rider was taken to the 
Seney Hospital in Brooklyn rtill uncon- 
scious. It said there night that 
he would die. Rightaway, the second choice, 
off in front and well clear of the crowd, 
went on, and, ridden out at the end, won 
by two lengths,from Easy Street, with the 
others beaten off. The accident to Wilker- 
f£0n was much similar to the one in which 
Jockey O'Leary lost his life on -he same 
track just a year ago. The injured jockey, 
Wilkerson, is the half-brother of the turt- 
man H. T. Griffin, himself a jockey until 
a few years ago, and now owner of a stable 
of race horses.

STEAM YACHT KANAWHA SOLD. 


The New Owner te a Member 
New York Yacht Club. 


The steel 227-foot steam yacht Kanawha, 
owned by the late John P. Duncan, was 
sold yesterday to another prominent mem- 
ber of the New York Yacht Club. The 
purchaser of the yacht, as well as the 
agents who negotiated the deal, which up 
to date the most important one con- 
summated in the sale of yachts this season, 
prefer to remain in the background for the 
present.

The Kanawha, with a speed of twenty- 
two knots, the fastest cruising yacht 
afloat, and came eepecially into prominence 
during the last cup races, when,@on her 
way up the bay from Sandy Hook, she 
raced everything in. sight, including the 
noted Sandy Hook boat Monmouth. She is 
said to be the only large yacht afloat that 
could show the Monmouth her stern, and 
her daily races home from the Shamrock- 

Columbia racing ground were second in in- 
terest only to the cup races themselves. 
After the races it was the custom of her 
owner to remain on the course until the 
last and then to crowd on steam and to 
overtake one by one the fleet of yachts and 
Government vessels ahead of him. 

The Kanawha was built in 1890 from de- 
signs of Charles L. Seabury by the Gas 
Engine and Power Company and Charles 
L. Seabury, at Morris Heights, N. Y. She 
is a steel twin screw yacht, furnished with 
triple expansion engines and four Seabury 
patent water-tube boilers. Her dimensions 
are 227.3 feet over all, 192 feet on the water 
line, 24.4 feet beam, and 11.6 feet draught. 
She was built expressly for speed, as is 
shown by her shallow draught, but was ex- 
cellently fitted for cruising purposes, being 
splendidly equipped with accommodations 
for her owner and his guests.. In a run of 
limited distance she was easily the superior

SEABOARD STEEL PLANTS. 
The announced intention of Mr. H. C. 
frick and associated capitalists to build 
on the Delaware River, near Philadel- 
phia, a great steel plant, is significant of

the recognition by the shrewd leaders of 
this industry of the inevitable change in 
the tariff policy of this country, which 
will deprive the plants of the Middle 
West of the advantage they now enjoy 
in proximity to the great deposits of ores 
most suitable for steel production. For 
no other reason would a large investment 
in steel-producing facilities be made so 
remote from the domestic materials on 
which, as long as the present tariff 
stands, it must depend. Under a revenue 
tariff, with free trade in raw materials, 
a seaboard plant would have an immense 
advantage over one in the interior, espe- 
cially in the export trade. The movement 
of fuel is cheaper by water 
rail,;and with the whole world 
to upon a tidewater steel plant 
without an acre of coal or ore land would 
be at no disadvantage as compared with 
one with millions thus invested. 

The next great movement in steel and 
iron development will undoubtedly be in 
the direction of the seaboard. A thou- 
sand of rail transportation

The Supreme Court decisions under 
consideration all involve one principle— 
that to take up a temporary residence in 
a State having easy divorce laws, and 
make an ex parté statement of causes 
with service by publication 
does not establish mat- 
rimonial domicile nor entitle the appli- 
cant to the benefit of such laws, since 
the jurisdiction of the local courts is in- 
complete. That thousands of divorces 
thus obtained are rendered invalid by 
these decisions and that large numbers of 
persons who have remarried, believing 
themselves free to do so, now find them- 
selves in a position very different from 
that intended to be established by such 
remarriage, is td be regretted, no doubt, 
but the righting of any great wrong is 
usually accompanied by unhappiness for 
many persons other than those at fault, 
and it could not well be otherwise in the 
present instance. 

The laxity of divorce laws in many 
States, offering temptation to those seek- 
ing relief from marital obligations to take 
improper advantage of them, has occa- 
sioned much anxiety to thoughtful stu- 
dents of the Federal system. The moral 
and social benefits of uniformity in mar- 
riage and divorce laws have been evident 
for years, but the apparent im- 
possibility of unifying the codes of the 
several States has led many to think 
that the evils growing out of the existing 
conflict of legislation on this and other 
subjects could only be corrected by acts 
of Congress, as in the case of the bank- 
ruptey law. To carry this idea into ef- 
fect would change the whole scheme of 
the Federal Union and possibly give rise 
to consequences more serious and far- 
reaching. than would be warranted by 
the benefits expected. From the action 
of the Supreme Court in the cases under 
review it appears that the powers of the 
several States to enact laws subversive 
of the rights of citizens of other States 
are strictly limited, and that this high 
tribunal is a safe dependence for the cor- 
rection of wrongs growing out of loose 
or crude legislation. If bad laws cease to 
bring revenue to the States which enact 
them they will not long be permitted to 
the States which have made 
merchandise of extraordinary and im- 
proper privileges. lt is safe to say that 
there will be much less dependence in 
the future than in the past upon divorces 
obtained in States which offer encour- 
agement to applicants for freedom to 
change their marital affiliations. This is 
wholesome, and will afford much encour- 
agement to those who have seen in the 
lack of agreement among the States as to 
legislation touching fundamental prin- 
ciples a menace to the permanence of 
American institutions.

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failing ‘‘to give full faith and credit to 
the publie acts, records, and judicial pro- 
ceedings ”’ of the States whence come the 
refugees seeking the divorces they can- 
not obtain at home. While each State is 
presumably at liberty to enact such mar- 
riage and divorce laws as seem good to 
it, when such laws are made applicable 
to the annulment of marriage contracts 
entered into under the stricter laws of 
other States we have a condition of af- 
fairs quite different from that contem- 
plated by the Federal Constitution. If, 
for example, one State should annul the 
charter of a corporation created by the 
laws of another State, or abrogate a 
contract executed in conformity with its 
statutes, the worst possible confusion 
would result. The Federal éourts would 
promptly put an end to such arbitrary 
proceedings by very emphatic decisions, 
Why this should not be true of decrees 
annulling contracts marriage on 
grounds not recognized as_ sufficient 
by the States under whose laws such 
marriage contracts were;entered into, 
it is difficult for the layman to see. 
This is especially true only 
one party to such contract desires 
its abrogation and the other stands 
on his or her rights under it. Just this 
appears to be the view of the United 
States Supreme Court. Nvidently the 
evil of easy divorce on _ insufficient 
grounds, and under conditions denying 
the defendants a fair opportunity of 
making answer and disproving allega- 
is in a way gradually to correct 
itself, and all right-minded people have 
reason to greatly rejoice thereat.

PIGEON SLAUGHTER. 
The pubiic 


clamor against the inhu- 
manity of trap shooting with live birds, 
which found spontaneous and unmistak- 
able expression during the recent cham- 
pionship contest of experts, has led to the 
introduction in Senate and Assembly of 
bills repealing the law of 1875, which 
permits sportsmen’s clubs to use live 
birds in  trap-shooting tournaments. 
These bills, which are one in language 
and purpose, should be passed without 
delay. 

It is a mistake to suppose that any le- 
gitimate interest of sport is served by 
the slaughter of birds at traps.. Those 
who have tried it know that there are 
many much more difficult feats with a 
gun than killing or maiming a pigeon in 
the moment of confusion when the trap 
falls away and it is dazed by the light 
and uncertain which way to fly for s$afe- 
ty. It is in killing birds thus ‘taken at 
a hopeless disadvantage that the great 
trap-shooting records are made. Many 
of the so-called ‘‘crack shots” of the 
trap-shooting clubs would make very 
poor showings as hunters of grouse or 
partridge in their native haunts. As tests 
of skill, clay pigeons are much more use- 
ful than the live birds now employed, 
since they move more quickly and are 
more erratic in their flight. Probably 
this is the reason they are not favored 
by the amateur sportsmen with records 
in trap shooting. It is nothing to be 
proud of to kill a pigeon on the ground 
before it has gained headway in flight 
and when it is deprived of all assistance 
in escaping which it finds, and takes 
clever advantage of, in its native cover. 
The repeal of the’ law of 1875 is demand- 
ed by public opinion, and the concurrent 
action of the Assembly and Senate in 
repealing it will be appreciated by all 
classes of citizens. 


THE POST OFFICE BUILDING. 

We deem it a public duty to call the at- 
tention of Postmaster VAN Cort to the 
negligence of the Custodian of the Gen- 
eral Post Office Building in matters 
which affect the public comfort and re- 
flect discredit upon the administration of 
the office. The conditions existing at 
the close of business yesterday were so 
bad as to challenge the attention of even 
the cAsual passer-by. The sidewalks sur- 
rounding the lower end of the building 
were black with soft-coal dust, which 
was piled in the corners of doorways, on 
the sills of windows, and wherever it 
could find lodgment. Evidently coal had 
been taken in during the day, but no at- 
tempt had been made to clean thé side- 
walk, and much of the accumulation of 
dust and rubbish was obviously the up- 
building of many days of neglect. The 
entire lower course of stone is streaked 
with charcoal and chalk, stained with 
oil, daubed with tar and paint, and grimy 
with stratified filth, The windows of 
the ground floor are covered with dirt, 
and everything about the building and 
its entrances is shabby, dirty, and neg- 
lected. This is not a temporary condi- 
tion. Much that we describe has been 
for months as we describe it, and we 
have watched in vain for evidences of a 
purpose on the part of those responsible 
to make the place presentable, 

It is no exaggeration to say that the 
present condition of the General Post Of- 
fice constitutes a public nuisance, dis- 
creditable to the National Government 
and offensive to the citizens of New 
York. Mr. Van Cort is probably in a po- 
sition. to hold the Custodian to a more 
faithful attention to his duties, and will 
probably welcome the suggestion that to 
do so would be appreciated by our citi- 
zens, fo whom the building in its present 
condition is an offense. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Judging from the results recorded 
every month in the reports of Major W. C. 
Goraas, the Chief Sanitary Officer of Har 
vana—and results attained form an excel- 
lent basis for judgment-—that particular 
representative of American rule in Cuba is 
showing an almost atrocious disregard for 
the sensitive feelings of the anti-imperial- 
ists. Not only is the Major improving the 
health conditions of Havana with a rapid- 
ity that cannot fail to have the deplorable 
consequence of reconciling the Cuban pa- 
triots to the temporary pressure of the for- 
eign tyrant’s heel upon their necks, but he 
is taking care, by the preparation and wide 
distribution of minutely detailed and beau- 
tifully clear statements of just what he is 
doing and accomplishing, that the news of 


his success shall everywhere Gitteont and 
embarrass the amiable controversialists 
whose ambition it is to confince the Ameri- 
can people that it is destitute alike of vir- 
tue and of intelligence. The report for 
March 1s particularly trying to anti-impe- 
rialistic patience, for it maliciously reveals 
that Havana's death rate is now as low as 
that of Liverpool, and much below those of 
Dublin and Marseilles, while the city is 
entirely free from yellow fever, and has 
been so for a period certainly as long as, 
and probably longer than, ever before in 
its history. As for smallpox, a disease 
which used to be regarded as endemic in 
the Cuban capital, there has not been a 
case of it since August 6f last year. 
Major GorGas credits the city’s ,present 
freedom from yellow fever in part to the 
systematic and extensive way in which he— 
he says “we’’—have been killing mos- 
quitoes for the last month, and he ex- 
presses high hopes that, by continuing to 
destroy the insects over a wide area’ around 
every fever focus that develops in the 
months to come, the malady can be per- 
manently and completely banished from 
the island. The sanitary work done during 
the month, meaning, of course, the substi- 
tution of cleanliness for filth, has been 
enormous, and it has involved the bringing 
of legal proceedings in 1,264 cases against 
persons who had ignored “orders to abate 
nuisances. This litigation, unexplained, 
might have given the anti-imperialists a 
chance to exclaim about the native hostility 
to the foreign tyrant which it seemed to 
reveal, but the pitiless Major says that in 
almost every case the defendants in the 
suits hasten to obey orders the moment 
they hear of it and then the proceedings 
are quietly dropped. 


——British electricians resent the general 
tendency, both at home and abroad, to hold 
them ‘responsible for the fact that Eng- 
land is far behind several countries, notably 
the United States, in the production of 
electrical apparatus and the utilization of 
electrical power for transportation and 
other purposes. The British engineers in- 
sist that they are as ingenious, progressive, 
and well informed as their foreign col- 
leagues, and explain that they have to con- 
tend with repressive Jaws that exist no- 
where else. The character of these ob- 
stacles was forcibly described in an ad- 
dress, recently read by Mr. W. L. MADGEN 
before the British Institution of Electrical 
Engineers, which we find summarized in 
The Electrical World and Engineer. The 
development of electrical traction in Great 
Britain is still largely controlled by and 
subject to legislation enacted in 1870, and 
much of that relating to electric lighting 
goes back to 1882. Attempts to change 
these laws have been made, but with small 
success as yet, since they meet strong and 
determined opposition on the part of muni- 
cipalities interested in public ownership 
schemes. ‘Here,’ says The Electrical 
World and Engineer, ‘‘ we find the crux of 
the difficulty—the dog-in-the-manger policy 
of many British municipalities. Fearful of 
according franchises from which private 
enterprises might reap large profits, they 
often either oppose development directly, 
or do it indirectly by obtaining authority to 
establish municipal plants which are never 
built. Recently, it seems, a number of spe- 
cial bills have been passed through Parlia- 
ment authorizing large electrical supply un- 
dertakings, and while these are a step in 
the right direction, they are far from meet- 
ing the general issue. The British brethren 
have our own heartiest good wishes for suc- 
cess in their Struggle with the powers of 
darkness as personified in sundry Govern- 
ment satraps and municipal obstruction- 
ists.”’” Those who advocate the public own- 
ership of public utilities may not be con- 
vinced that they are wrong by this state- 
ment of fact, but it certainly shows that 
under existing conditions the plan is full of 
danger. 


——As might be expected from {ts owner- 
ship, The Pall Mall Gazette of London 
makes a specialty of collecting news calcu- 
lated to advance the interests or increase 
the reputation of the United States, and 
its editor is never so happy as when he 
runs across material for sweet little para- 
graphs like the following, which appears 
in the latest arrived copy of his eottannble 
paper: 

The Singapore Junta says that AGUINALDO 
was captured by treachery. 4s an armistice had 
been declared to discuss terms of peace. Gen. 
FUNSTON, as the United States envoy, on arriv- 
ing at AGUINALDO’S camp, saw how small was 
his bodyguard, and instead of heeding the armis- 
tive captured the Filipino. It is intended to 
bring this alleged violation of civilized warfare 
before the European Powers. 

This truly thrilling item The Pall Mall 
Gazette prints in a prominent position, and 
without a word of comment, just as it 
would give any statement of fact concern- 
ing the absolute accuracy of which there 
could not possibly be any question on the 
part of any intelligent man. Of course, the 
policy thus carried out is eminently well 
calculated to increase the warmth of na- 
tional friendships and to encourage the 
growth of that brotherly feeling upon 
which the peace and prosperity of the world 
so Jargely depend. The Pall Mall Gazette 
ought to get more news from the Singapore 
Junta: The members of that organization 
are obviously so placed as to be able to 
get full and instant details of everything 
that happens in the Philippines, and the 
idea that they would, or even could, mis- 
represent American acts or motives is not 
to be entertained for a moment either in 
Bngland or the United States.

ROMAN CATHOLICS AND 
THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Archbishop Corrigan Discusses the 
Question at Some Length. 


Says If the Cathedral Library Is Ab- 
sorbed It Will Do Great 


Harm to It. 
é 


The relations of Roman Catholics to the 
public library movement and the interests 
which they desire conserved were discussed 
yesterday by Archbishop Corrigan at a tea 
given by the Cathedral Library Reading 
Circle and Auxiliary at the Hotel Majestic, 
Seventy-second Street and Central Park 
West. 

The Rev. Dr. Joseph H. McMahon, Di- 
rector of the Cathedral Library, presided, 
and in a brief speech referred to the suc- 
cess of the Winter lecture course given by 
the circle. 

Archbishop Corrigan spoke as follows: 

“‘In order to understand our position, we 
must first call to mind the present library 
law. The Legislature passed a bill to en- 
courage private libraries of certain fixed 
circulation, and under this law the city 
spends $300,000 a year. 

“On account of the magnificent gift of 
Mr. Carnegie, the subject of libraries is re- 
ceiving great attention, and it now sug- 
gests a problem. A policy has not been 
formulated, but it indirectly follows from 
the action of the Board of Estimate in 
giving a bulk sum to the Brooklyn Public 
Library and in affiliating the other libra- 
ries with it, that the same policy may be 
pursued with reference to Manhattan and 
the Bronx. 

“The question comes up whether these 
affiliated libraries are to lose their au- 
tonomy or not. 

“If they are to be simply absorbed it will 
do a great deal of harm to some libraries, 
a3 in our case. Our library is a part of 
the cathedral; it is church property, partly 
Supported from bequests made with the 
condition that it should remain under the 
control of the cathedral. It is under eccle- 
siastical supervision, and great attention is 


paid to the books admitted to the library. 
Parents feel that they can allow their chil- 
dren to go to the shelves of the library, for 
no book in the 55,000 can do harm to their 
morals. 

‘If the Public Library be given entire 
charge, we will lose not only the control 
of books, but the administration of the 
library. We will lose independence, we will 
have no voice in the future, because the 
Public Library is a private corporation, and 
not one of its members is a member of our 
Church, and it is not likely that one would 
be appointed to the board. As the Public 
Library is not amenable to the city, it 
would therefore be a great calamity. 

‘Of course we would be benefited by Mr. 
Carnegie’s gift, but at the expense of our 
present property and the choice of books. 

“Our work is the fourth largest in the 
State, and the third largest in the city. We 
have twenty tre~2ling libraries in parochial 
and public schools, to help our children 
who attend the public schools in large num- 
bers. Our library pays no salaries, the 
work being done gratuitously, so that the 
money we receive goes further than that 
given to any other institution of the sort. 

‘“‘It is very disagreeable and odious, and 
in a certain sense painful to me to allude 
to other libraries, but their books deal a 
great deal in Socialism. Books attacking 
our faith and principles are many. We 
find a number of books such as ‘ The True 
Life of William Penn’ and ‘ Political 
Growth of the Nineteenth Century,’ full of 
insults to our faith. If we are swallowed 
up we could not prevent these books being 
spread at large through our library. We 
could not avoid circulating books we think 
opposed to history. 

“There are other subjects we/like to see 
treated from our point of view. There is 
evolution, for example. In the large library 
at Columbia Univ ersity there is not a single 
book giving our view of this question—the 
view held for centuries by the Catholic 
Church—and yet we have a few scientists. 
All the atheistic phases of the problem are 
presented there, and as a matter of infor- 
mation and curiosity you would expect that 
our view would be represented. 

‘*In all the libraries there is a lamentable 
dearth of books giving our point of view on 
burning questions of the day. This is im- 
portant when we realize that we number 
one-half—possibly more than one-half—of 
the population of this city. We certainly 
would like to have some voice in this. We 
recall the grievous school question, but I 
do not care to allude to that. 

“If the, present law is retained we will 
be thankful; or if there be a federation of 
the libraries, like the States of the Union, 
all retaining equal rights, or if there be 
consolidation, with responsibility to the 
city, we will be grateful. We ask no 
favors; all we want is fair play; but it 
would be unfortunate to us and very sad if 
we, one-half of the people of the city, pay- 
ing our taxes, were made to suffer. his 
matter ought to be brought to the knowl- 
edge of those who have it in hand. We 


‘ought to have three or four distributing 


I think we are entitled to that 
resentation.”’ 

Jilberforce Eames, Librarian of Lenox 
Library, was called upon, and after al- 
lusions to Mr. Carnegie’s offer he said: 

‘It is not at all certain that the gift was 
intended for the extension of the New York 
Public Library. It is for the city authori- 
ties to determine how much shall be al- 
lotted to each library. The Trustees of the 
Public Library have no disposition to con- 
trol all these libraries, but wish to see the 
money put to the best use. It is only right 
that other libraries that have done good 
work should be recognized.’’ 

W. I. Eastman, Inspector of the State 
Library Commission, after remarking that 
there was not a library owned by the city 
that distributed books, and that ‘no liv- 
ing man should attempt to give his name 
to a library,’’ said that he had defended 
appropriations to sectarian libraries, and 
added: s 

‘So far as the Cathedral Library is do- 
ing a public work for the public good, the 
public should stand behind it; so far as it 
is doing a work for one class, I doubt 
whether the public should support it. I ap- 
preciate the injustices that have been com- 
plained of this afternoon.” 

The parlors in which the addresses were 
delivered were crowded with the ladies of 
the reading circle and their friends. Presi- 
dent Feitner of the Board of Taxation sat 
on the dais with the Arehbishop. Among 
the others present were Father Hearn, 
President of the College of St. Francis 
Xavier; Mgr. Mooney, Dr. Storer, Fathers 
Healy, Connolly, Cunnion, Myhan, and Mc- 
Namee.

A Musical Farce at the Herald Square 


Theatre. 

Just why’ theatrical managers believe 
that the public loses its senses in the Spring 
no one has been able to find out, but it is 
a familiar fact that about this time overy 
year, what is called ‘the silly season’ 
begins. This delectable period was begun 
in. proper form last night at the Herald 
Square Theatre, with the production of a 
musical fdrce in three acts, entitled ‘‘ The 
Prima Donna.”’ The dramatic conception 
of this unique-work is credited to the pro- 
lific Mr. Harry B. Smith, while the music 
Was composed—or at any rate, written 
down-—by Aimé Lachaume. The combined 
efforts of these two gentlemen have pro- 
duced something which cannot be de- 
scribed. That it has a plot was suspected, 
and, indeed, argued by the exclamatory 
utterance of certafn lines designed to make 
the audience believe that some one had 
married some one, or was trying to marry 
some one, or was willing to do so for a 
consideration. But this plot was able to 
get its head above water only once in a 
while. 

For the rest of the time it was submerged 
beneath a sea of hopelessly silly dialogue, 
and frequent, cheap, and foolish music. 
There is nothing more enjoyable in a thea- 
tre than a plece of good fooling, but—there 
are fooling and fooling, and it is not wise to 
try to fool the public when the public ex- 
pects you to fool for it. Witless chatter 
and pointless songs, meaningless actions 
and insignificant comings and goings can 
hardly be carried ‘to popularity by pretty 
figures, high kicking, and low dressing. 
That is what is expected of the production 
of last night, but theatregoers in these 
days must be amused—not on the first night 
only, but also on the other nights. ‘ The 
Prima Donna”’ is tenuous; it is diaphanous; 
it is almost invisible. If there were some 
good specialties in it, perhaps it might be 
forgiven, but even Etta Butler's imitations 
—which need the assistance of an an- 
nouncer—will not save it. 

The performance was fully as good as the 
Play. Miss Lulu Glaser, who was especially 
engaged to ‘“create”’ the title rdle, had 
to create, indeed, for she was expected 
to make something out of nothing. It 
cannot be said that she achieved this, but 
she looked pretty, wore attractive gowns, 
and hastened from one part of the stage 
to another with much earnestness and fre- 
quency. Her singing was never very good, 
but it is now not so good as it used to 
be. Miss Toby Claude was very industrious 
as Peggy, while Miss Lewis buried her 
talents deep beneath the mask of Mrs. 
Chumpley. The men worked very hard, so 
hard that one could not help sympathizing 
with them. If they had only had some- 
thing to do, they would certainly have 
done it; but to rush around frantically 
doing nothing for three hours and a half, 
that was, indeed, hard—and so very usetess.

Invested with the Pallium in Pres- 
ence of Many Dignitaries. 


Imposing Rites at Dubuque—An Ad 
dress on the Catholic Church 
America by Archbishop Ireland.

DUBUQUE, Ia., April 17.—In the pres- 
ence of the high priests of his Church and 
before an audience that occupied every foot 
of space in St. Raphael’s Cathedral and 
overflowed into the surrounding streets, 
Archbishop John J. Keane was to-day in- 
vested with the pallium, the insignia of 
the high position he occupies in the Roman 
Catholic Church. The scene was one of 
great brilliancy. 

The ceremonies opened at 10 o'clock with 
a procession of clergy and attendants, in 
which the Cardinal, Archbishops, Bishops, 
and priests took part clad in the full vest- 
ments of their rank. Within the sanctuary 
Cardinal Gibbons ascended the throne on 
the left, which had been yielded to him by 
Archbishop Keane, the latter occupying a 
temporary throne on the right. About these 
two principals were Archbishops Kain, St. 
Louis; Katzer, Milwaukee; Elder, Cincin- 
nati, and Ireland, St. Paul, and in their 
company were many Bishops and nearly 
400 priests. 

Archbishop Kain of St. Louis," 
canonicals, ascended the altar at 10:30 and 
commenced the«celebration of pontifical 
high mass. At the close of the mass, Car- 
dinal Gibbons, with imposing ceremony, 
conferred the pallium upon Archbishop 
Keane. The Cardinal's assistants were the 


Right Rev. ne. Ryan, V. G., Dubuque, 
and the Rev. Clement Johannes, Dubuque. 

Following the investiture, Archbishop 
Irelané of St. Paul delivered the sermon of 
the day. A congratulatory address from 
the clergy of the diocese was made by the 
Rey. Dr. Carroll, President of St. Joseph's 
College, Dubuque, and Archbishop Keane’s 
reply closed the ceremonies at the church. 

Archbishop Ireland's subject was ‘“ The 
Church in America- —Its Yesterday and Its 
To-morrow.”’ He said, in part: 

I fear not to say that we have to-day 
in the United States 14,000,000 or 15,000,000 
Catholics. I speak, too, of the number of 
churches, colleges, schools, convents, hos- 
pitals, orphanages, and other institutions 
of piety, charity, education, and apostolic 
zeal, with which the whole country is cov- 
ered, Those are not the creations of the 
eivil State, or of rich religious corpora- 
tions; they are the results of the pennies 
of the Catholic people, the embodiment in 
brick and stone of the sweat of their brow,, 
of their hard labor, bestowed freely to God 
and His Church. 

‘“‘Three-quarters of a century, a half a 
century ago, anti-Catholic prejudice was 
dominant in the land. Our non-Catholic 
fellow-citizens were not to be blamed; they. 
had not known Catholics as Catholics are, 
and they treated them according to what 
they believed of them. But to- day in Amer- 
ica the reign of ill-feeling and animosity 
has passed away. In America, Catholics 
and non-Catholics differ from one another 
in creeds and spiritual allegiance, but:as 
true Americans, they respect one another 
and accord to one another their civil and 
social freedom, all working together in| 
peace and harmony for the greater weal) 
of society and of country. 

“The problem before the Church of | 
America was, whether the Catholic religion: 
could prosper in an atmosphere of absolute’ 
freedom, without aid or prop from State 
organ, or even from compact social or Naw 
tional traditions; whether, from its innate 
vigor, watered by the dews of heaven 
alone, it could live and prosper. The Cath-! 
olic faith was on trial, and so was democ-; 
racy itself in its relations with religion. It! 
would have been«most convenient for reacs; 
tionary theorists to be able to say to Cath-) 
olics the world over—Your Church cannoti 
thrive in a democracy, in the full freedom, 
which democracy insures. Thank God, to 
such theorists, both America and the Cath- 
olic°Church, and American democracy have 
given saddest disappointment. Let us be 
just to America and know and proclaim that 
nowhere, all things duly considered, is the 
Chureh freer than in America; that no- 
where, as in America, is she allowed to liv: 
in untrammeled freedom, and to prosper ag 
her forces and the zeal of her sons permit.’”

where near those they wanted to see. ** Be- 
fore I have finished,’”’ continued the Col- 
lector, ‘‘ I'll have all the piers divided just 
as you saw this one fixed when the Oceanic 
was brought alongside.’ 

The division to which the 
ferred was admirable in the eyes of all 
parties concerned. The customs officials 
liked it, the passengers said it was a model 
of convenience, and the friends waiting 
on the pier were just as well situated 
though they had been allowed to go within 
the baggage inclosure. There was a wood- 
en fence across the dock not far from the 
land end, outside of which were those who 
had no passengers to meet nor any other 
business inside. From this fence there ran 
dow 1 the pier, in the very centre, a barrier 


made of ropes and iron posts. This went 
to the fence where the cabin passengers 
Were supposed to land, and then there was 
another transverse wooden fence, beyond 
which the steerage travelers had their com- 
partment. 

So the great body of the 
the cabin passengers was 
tudinally into two sections. 
tion toward the incoming vessel the pas- 
sengers troupe d, while their trunks and 
bags and other belongings quickly followed 
them. As they stepped from the gangway 
they saw a long line of people across the 
rope barrier in front of them, and it was 
only a matter of a few minutes to find 
those they knew. Then they could shake 
hands or embrace over the ropes. The bar- 
rier was so long that there was room on 

each side of it for all the travelers and all 
the visitors. S ach passenger, afier find- 
ing where his baggage had been dumped by 
the dockhands, took a stand near it and 
alongside the ropes at the same time, being 
able thus to attend to his business with 
the customs men and to chat with acquaint- 
ances across the barrie *r simultaneously. 

There was no “ kicking’’ as long as this 
@rrangement was in force, but suddenly, 
not fifteen minutes after the passengers 
had reached the deck, a squad of policemen, 
acting under orders of both customs offi- 
cials and steamship men, made a rush into 
the “ visitors pen, shouting that every- 
body must get outside. Those who were 

quick- witted enough dodged under the ropes 
‘Gnd into the baggmge inclosure, becoming 
for the time indistinguishable from the pas- 
sengers, Many, however, allowed them- 
selves to be herded back of the board 
fence, whence they glowered at the 
customs officials, who stood on guard to 
keep them from returning. Meanwhile the 
rope fence, which was removable, although 
secure, had been hastily pulled down, so 
the Collector, arriving about this time, 
could not restore things to their original 
pleasant state.

All of which will be remedied if the Col- 
lector adheres to his plan of forcing a long- 
q{tudinally built fence on all the piers.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 
Richard Pennefather Rothwell. 
Richard Pennefather Rothwell, an emi- 
‘nent mining engineer and writer on indus- 
‘trial topics, died at his home, 250 West One 
‘Hundred and Thirty-ninth Street, yester- 
iday morning, of cancer of the stomach, 


from which he had been severely ill for five 
weeks. He was born at Ingersoll, Ontario, 
Canada, May 1, 1837. After studying at 
Trinity College, Toronto, he took a course 
in civil engineering’at the Rensselaer Poly- 
technic Institute at Troy, N. Y., where he 
was graduated in 1858. He then took a 
three years’ course at the Imperial School 
of Mines in Paris, and then entered the 
Mining Academy at Freiberg, Saxony. He 
worked for a time in a.cable and wire rope 
manufactory in Lonahn, where after sev- 
eral promotions he became Superintendent 
of the night shift. 

Returning to this country in 1864 he fol- 
lowed his profession for nine years in the 


Pennsylvania coal fields. Some of. his con- 
tour maps of the region made at that time 
were adomel by both the National and 
State Geological Surveys. At about that 
time he devised some wire rope making 
machinery, which is in use at the present 
day. He came to this city_in 1873, and

Mr. Rothwell founded the American In- 
stitute of Mining Engineers at Wilkesbarre, 
Penn., in 1871, and in 1882 became its Pres- 
ident, He was a member of the Société de 
l'Industrie Minérale, and of the Geological 
Society of France at Paris, an 
member of the Institution of Mining 
Metallurgy of London, and of the Australa- 
sian Institute of Mining Engineers of New 
South Wales. He was a Fellow of the Geo- 
logical Society of London, of the Imperial

PHENOMENAL ATCHISON. 


In yesterday’s stock market Atchison 
common_ stock sold at 6714, at which 
price it has more than doubled the price 
at which it was quoted a year ago—this 
market value surpassing any figure 
reached since the property's reorganiza- 
tion. This quotation shows the impor- 
tant advance. of 25 points over the fig- 
ure quoted at New Year’s. The stock is 
not. yet in receipt of dividends, and the 
quotation is clearly discounting a pros- 
pective return of 4 per cent., unless it is 
to be argued that the value of the com- 
mon shares is-greater than that of the 
preferred. The latter, at 95, return the 
investor 5.26 per cent., and the former, 
with a 4. per cent. dividend, would give 
him 6.15 per cent. 

Taking the’ policy of dealing with the 
preferred as a guide, by putting it on a 
5 per cent. basis when there seemed some 
doubt as to the course of earnings war- 
ranting such a rate, it may be argued 
that the chances are favorable for the 
higher figure of the two named for the 
common when the question comes up for 
settlement. This is certairly the Wall 
Street view, and it.must be said that 
there are reasonable grounds for it. 

Atchison earnings are running at an 
average that would cover 4 per cent. for 
the, common, for, barring a reversal of 
recent results, the showing will be about 
514 per cent. for the fiscal year. This 
will be one factor for consideration, and 
another, one of the utmost importance, 
will be the outlook for traffic and earn- 
ings for the next year. Of course, events 
are not to be predicted with certainty, 
and much may occur to change even the 
most conservative estimates, but at pres- 
ent prospects are favorable and in somé 
directions developments may perhaps re- 
pay consideration. 


Atchisons’ traffic is of quite a s&tis- 
factory diversified character. For the 
late fiscal year, wheat, corn, and other 
grains constituted 14.09 per cent. of all 
tonnage, and agricultural products in 
general 24.88 per cent.; animal products 
furnished 13.16 per cent., mines 34.29 per 
cent., forest products 8.04 per cent., man- 
ufactures 10.21 per cent., merchandise 
and miscellaneous 9.42 per cent. But it 
must also be remembered that while the 
tonnage of agricultural products is not 
excessive, and only 14 per cent., say, of 
wheat and corn, it is largely on the crop 
outturn that the territory served by the 
road depends, hence earnings must con- 
form to whatever conditions-rule as a 
result thereof. \ 

A fair indication of what Atchison may 
expect is to be gathered from what is in 
progress in the single State of Kansas, 
for it is in that State that 2,600 miles of 
the system are located, constituting ap- 
proximately 35 per cefit. of all the mile- 
age as reported on June 30 last. As far 
as can be seen now, the outlook certainly 
is favorable, and may be so regarded 
with rather more emphasis perhaps than 
in some recent years, allowing for the 
fact that it does not include anything 
that can be said with regard to the im- 
portant corn crop. The reason ig that 
wheat has again come to be a prominent 
feature, and that reports concerning this 
crop are flattering. 

Seeretary F. D. Coburn of the Kansas 
State Department of Agriculture reports 
—and' it maybe said that this- official's 
utterances are entitled to every. respect 
—that the Winter wheat prospect in 
Kansas is one of the most: generdlly 
promising the State has ever known, @nd 
that conditions could scarcely be more 
favorable. to vigorous development, the 
plant‘%eing in a condition probably never 
surpassed on so large an area. The area 
sown for the present crop is said to be 7 
per cent. greater than that sown for the 
preceding crop, and the present average 
‘condition 99.8 per cent., orm better than 
the high average of a year ago. 

This same aythority reports the crop 
of 1900 at 77,339,000 bushels, (which in- 
cludes less than 1,000,000 bushels of 
Spring wheat,) whose value was $41,- 
974,900. Both these estimates appear to 
err on the side of conservatism, if com- 
parison with the Government figures be 
taken into account, the latter being

In 1896, for example, the 
total value reported for corn and wheat 
was $49,000,000, corn leading wheat by 
as much as $22,500,009. In 1897 the to- 
tal of $63,000,000 showed wheat ahead by 
$5,500,000, and in 1898, with a similar 
aggregate for both crops, wheat showed 
up for $3,000,000 more than corn. Fol- 
lowing came a great year for corn and a 
comparatively poor one for wheat. Total 
values rose to $76,000,000, but corn was 
first with $31,000,000 in excess of wheat 
valués.

YESTERDAY’S MARKET. 


Influenced by the conflicting develop- 
ments of the day and the uncertain specu- 
lative spirit of some of the lesser room 
traders, who shifted their market position 
several times during the day, prices on 
the stock market yesterday moved more 
or less irregularly, though throughout the 
day the market undertone was. substan- 
tially sound. At the opening, heaviness de- 
velcped, partly in sympathy with the lower 
prices sent over from London and partly 
because of the persistent talk that there 
was a serious possibility of a general strike 
in the iron and steel trades. At the same 
time, following a programme similar to 
that adopted on the day previous, the bears 
offered stocks down all around the room, 
taking advantage of the fact that, proba- 
bly in anticipation of a high opening, many 
orders to sell ‘‘at the market” had been 
placed. Hence it was that even in such 
stocks as Burlington and Northern Pacific, 
favorably influenced by the successful car- 


rying through of the Burlington lease, 
actual declines were scored at the opening. 

This depressing condition of aftairs did 
not last for long. In less than a half hour 
it was disclosed that the market was re- 
ceiving support from the same banking in- 
terests which lately have been conspicuous 
as purchasers, this disclosure taking def- 
inite shape in substantial advances in such 
stocks as Pennsylvania, New York Central, 
Union Pacific, Burlington, and _ Northern 
Pacific. Coincident with this betterment, 
announcement was made that the banks 
wer: continuing steadily to gain from the 
Sub-Treasary, which was verified later by 
figures showing a gain during the day of 
about $750,000, largely due to pension pay- 
ments. This betterment in the condition of 
the banks was reflected in the easier rates 
‘for mioney, most of the day’s call loans 
being made at 5 per cent., with not a few 
loans at 4. 

Later, about 2 o’clock, following the an- 
ncuncement: that, though meetings of the 
Directors of both Burlington and Northern 
Pacific had been held, no official state- 
ment as to the. status of the Burlington 
deal had been made, the market again sold 
off under a concerted béar attack.
